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Mementos of the Old West 
Housed in Ghost Town Village 








A hobby that grew and grew led 
Lois and Byron Akers of Colorado 
Springs, Colo., into an unusual ven- 
ture. The years-old hobby was col- 
lecting all sorts of relics from the 
early West—the West of the roar- 
ing days of the mjning boom. What 
emerged from this accumulation of 
Western antiques was a ghost town. 

In Colorado, where the Akers live 
in the shadow of 14,110-foot Pikes 
Peak, a ghost town has nothing to 
do with the spirit world. The term 
is applied to the mining camps which 
sprang up during the silver and gold 
rush eras in the latter decades of 
the 19th century, lived their brief 
span of golden prosperity, and then 
faded away. 

Aptly called ghost towns, inhab- 
ited only by pack rats and bats, 
these once thriving mining camps 
huddled forlornly in isolated gulches 
or near worked-out diggings in the 
high country until time and the ele- 
ments destroyed them. 

It seemed to the Akers that a 
ghost town would be a suitable set- 
ting for all the mementos of the 
past that crowded their home and 
basement, piled up in the back yard, 
and ran up mountainous bills in 
warehouses. 

But the idea created its own prob- 
lem. Many of the thousand or more 


old camps were no more than mem- was a virtual ghost town in itself, 


ories to old-timers and ghost town 
fans. Vanished trails and roads left 
many inaccessible. In some, a build- 
ing or two creaked ominously in 
each gust of wind, tottering monu- 
ments of the past. 

In others, where mining prosper- 
ity had merged into trade hubs, 
more modern structures had long 
since supplanted nearly all the old 
places. So the only thing to do was 
to transplant enough old buildings 
from various localities for a ghost 
town in a convenient spot. 

That was no small chore. Neither 
was finding a suitable setting. 

The Akers decided that the only 
way to preserve their ghost town 
would be to put it inside a building. 
The requirements were a structure 
large enough to house an entire full- 


- sized town, and old enough to be 


in keeping with the ghost town-to- 
be. 

Eventually they found a vast stone 
structure with a corner-stone that 
read 1899. Plenty of land surrounded 
it. The old building was in the 
abandoned yards of the Midland Ter- 
minal Railroad in Colorado Springs. 

After a half-century of service as 
a railroad machine-shop it was va- 
cated when the gold-ore carrying 
line was junked. Desolate, the prey 
to vandals, the old stone building 


certainly a suitable setting for one. 

All one winter workmen labored 
to restore the railroad building in- 
cluding such items as a new roof 
and the 140-odd shot-out skylights. 
They also reassembled the false- 
fronted buildings. 

It was June, 1954, before the last 
rusty square-headed nail was driven 
and the ghost town buildings fur- 
nished with the antiques of the min- 
ing era. It had been a long, head- 
ache-filled and fun-filled undertak- 
ing. The Akers had a pile of check 
stubs to show for it. 

What does Akers’ ghost town, 
which they call the Pikes Peak Ghost 
Town, look like? 

Step into the old general store. 
There’s bewhiskered Si, a manne- 
quin, presiding over the counter. A 
lady customer, another antique man- 
nequin, in the street attire of the 
90’s, has the choice of everything 
those “supermarkets” of seven or 
eight decades ago provided. 

Perhaps she wants some cotton- 
ribbed stockings. There are sizes to 
fit all members of the family. Equal- 
ly wide is the choice of high-but- 
toned shoes, still in their original 
boxes. 

A wasp-waist corset, ribbons, vol- 
uminous drawers? The store has 
them. Maybe she feels the need of 
a tonic. There are patent medicines 
guaranteed to cure everything from 
chills to tapeworm. 

Coffee is 15 cents a pound. The 
big coffee grinder stands ready. Bins 
in the old counter hold staples from 
the days before cans and packages. 
Shelves are piled with household 
articles and even the crockery once 
found under every bed. 

Elaborately decorated tins, pre- 
decessors of today’s vending ma- 
chines, dispense the herbs and spices 
so popular with cooks of another 
day. 

Unlike other stores, nothing is for 
sale in this one, much to the dis- 
appointment of antique-minded vis- 
itors. 

Armed and ready for action, the 
handlebar -mustached sheriff pre- 
sides over his office. The jail is 
occupied and it looks as if the oc- 
cupant, an old wax figure, has lost 
considerable dignity and skin in 
some brawl. 

The blacksmith shop stands de- 
serted, its forge cold, the anvil no 
longer ringing to the hammer’s beat. 
But so realistic is the scene, the ob- 
server expects the leather-aproned 
smithy to appear at any moment 
and resume his task of shoeing a 
horse or shrinking an iron tire to 
a wheel. 

The ancient Washington hand- 
press in the newspaper office, the 
Pikes Peak Bugle, appears ready, 
amid the clutter of newspapers of 
an earlier century and old wooden 
type, to proclaim a new gold strike. 
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On the editor’s desk lies a Colt 
44 as a reminder he’s willing to 
back up his editorials. The editor 
himself, eye-shade pulled low, snooz- 
es in a nearby chair. Or maybe the 
jug by his side has something to 
do with his relaxed attitude. 

Stroll farther along the rough 
board walk. There’s the 1876 red 
plush barber chair and an array of 
shaving mugs awaiting wire-whis- 
kered customers. 

In the lobby of the two-story 
rooming house, a comely red-haired 
young woman, gowned in the elab- 
orate style of the 90’s, stands be- 
side a century-old rosewood square 
grand piano. Her companion certain- 
ly is a fashion-plate of the period, 
a “dandy” from top hat to patent 
leather shoes. Upstairs, another 
young woman, much less elaborately 
attired, flirts from the window. 

The assay office furnace no long- 
er glows, but the rich ore samples 
tell of past strikes. Maps and old 
stock certificates on the walls recall 
long-forgotten mining ventures. 

In the Wells Fargo office, the 
mustached agent alertly guards the 
stage-coach strong-box and a woman 
passenger, garbed in the travel at- 
tire of the 1880’s, waits patiently. 
She will have a long wait before 
the next stage rumbles up behind 
six horses! 

Beyond the swinging doors of the 
“men’s club,” stands an 1870 bar. 
Pictures on the walls advertise brews 
and liquors of long ago. Raising its 
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clamor with eight instruments—from 
mandolin to drums and pipes—is a 
ton-sized old saloon nickelodeon, the 
lead-glass front more colorful than 
many church windows. 

But the old whiskey bottles, huge 


beer glasses, and other containers 
at the bar are empty. Their con- 
tents presumably were consumed 


long ago by miners who clung to 
the top bar rail while resting a foot 
on the floor brass rail. 

The hand-drawn hosecart is poised 
behind the doors of the old firehouse, 
seeming'y awaiting the alarm from 
the long-silent bell atop the fire- 
tower. 

The clapboard livery stable looks 
down along the dirt-covered street 
on a variety of the vehicles usec 
when the horse was king of the 
road. There are such things as a 
family coach, buckboard, rockaway, 
surrey with fringe on top, a deliv- 
ery “truck” on bobsled runners from 
the early days of Leadville, a cut- 
ter, and an assortment of plain and 
fancy buggies. 

There’s even a mammoth old fire 
pumper, one of the best preserved in 
the country. Its paint is as red, and 
its gilt and nickel as gleaming as 
when it spouted black smoke while 
three matched horses tugged it to 
a fire and created more excitement 
in passing than the blaze itself. 

Dominating the horse-drawn ve- 
hicles, a Concord stage-coach sways 
on its leather thorobraces. It first 


began rolling over primitive roads

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in 1868 between Denver and Chey- 
enne, and before its active career 
ended the rugged old stage carried 
passenrers and treasure to and from 
the mining camps high in the Col- 
orado Rockies for several decades. 

Musically the atmosphere of the 
past vibrates to the tinny sounds 
of a honky-tonk piano. In another 
spot, anyone who wishes may pedal 
the ancient Pianola attachment — 
ancestor of the player piano—and 
see its wooden, felt-tipped fingers 
thump out old tunes on the keys of 
a stained-glass fronted saloon piano. 

The Akers next decided no ghost 
town was complete without an old- 
fashioned home, so that is what an 
adjoining building —originally the 
railroad pattern shop—became. 

Ever try to find Brussels carpet- 
ing in good condition, or enough 
Victorian period wallpaper to paper 
an entire house? The Akers found 
such items, but it took a lot of 
questing. 

Now the feminine visitor peering 
in the old-time kitchen wonders how 
a meal was ever turned out with 
such a lack of appliances. She does- 
n’t envy her grandmother her old 
kitchen. 

But she does envy the family 
sitting around the table in the oak- 
paneled dining-room with its fine 
china, choice pieces of cut glass re- 
flected in a diamond-dust mirror, 
and ornate, lovely silver. Parlor and 
bed-room are equally impressive 
with their elaborate furnishings. 

The next collecting bug that bit 
the Akers brought on the antique 
car fever. Now they keep at their 
Ghost town cars that range from 
a 1903 Cadillac, first model of that 
famous make, to the $31,000 Rolls 
Royce built for King Manuel II of 
Portugal and the $35,000 _ bullet- 
proof limousine which was the of- 
ficial White House car of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Since collectors never think they 
have enough, the Akers bought an 
entire old-time penny arcade last 
summer, and then found they had 
to erect a storage building to house 
the surplus machines. And last win- 
ter they ranged from New Orleans 
through a half dozen states to Chi- 
cago seeking antique toys, and had 
fun doing’ it. 

“The Ghost Town is indebted to 
HOBBIES Magazine for some of its 
touches of authenticity,’ Mr. Akers 
told HOBBIES staff. “Sometimes 
we would see an item listed in HOB- 
BIES that just seemed to fit into 
our Ghost Town setting. 

“T’d like to say too,’ Mr. Akers 
added, “that the advertising col- 
umns of HOBBIES made some hap- 
py hunting for us, and they still do. 
HOBBIES is the most thoroughly 
read periodical we take.” 

Such is the Akers’ Pikes. Peak 
Ghost Town. It’s a continuing source 
of enjoyment to them, and as they 
both say, they try to make every 
one of the thousands of visitors each 
summer enjoy it as much as they 
do. 
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The Electrifying 
Elektra

It is reported that Rose Pauly 
sang Donna Anna. If she did, either 
her Anna was a sizzler, or else 
this bit of casting was the biggest 
waste of live-wire temperament ever. 
And the same applies to any other 
meek personages which made part 
of her repertoire. 

Now as Lady Macbeth. Turandot, 
or other such character with a “bite,” 
she is easily visualized. But it is 
really on Richard Strauss’ dynamic 
musical terrain that her high-voltage 
emotions found a _ suitable ground 
for dazzling display. 

The latest contribution by the In- 
ternational Record Collectors’ Club 
presents this exciting soprano in a 
magnificent program of _ Richard 
Strauss’ concert and operatic selec- 
tions. All of them, including the two 
rarely heard and probably never re- 
corded songs, are of a strikingly un- 
common appeal:

ROSE PAULY 


Ah! Du wolltest mich nicht deinen 
Mund. 

Rose Pauly was born on March 15, 
1895, in Eperjes, Hungary. After a 
period of vocal training with Rosa 
Papier, she made her operatic debut 
in Hamburg, when only 17, as Aida. 
An engagement in Cologne followed, 
succeeded by appearances at the 
Kroll Opera (from 1927 to 1931), a 
newly formed operatic organization 
in Berlin. 

It was she who opened that thea- 
tre, in “Fidelio,” under the expert 
baton of Otto Klemperer. Held in 
much esteem by the famed conduct- 
or, Pauly participated in other out- 
standing premieres at the Kroll 
Opera, including those of “Don Gio- 
vanni,” “Der Fliegende Hollander,” 
and modern works such as Hinde- 
mith’s “Neues vom Tage,” and Kren- 
ek’s “Diktator.” Meanwhile, she 
gave guest performances in Buda- 
pest and Paris. 

A repertoire of 67 roles in several 
languages, and an_ ever-mounting 
success, took her to the Vienna State 
Opera, where in triumph she was 
acclaimed as a foremost Elektra, the 
part in which she likewise conquered 
Salzburg. 

In Italy, too, she reaped laurels 
at its major opera houses. Having 
earned the appellation of “The Ger- 
man Duse,” her portrait was placed 
next to that of the suvreme Italian 
tragedienne, in the Hall of Fame at 
the Verdi Opera in Trieste. 

By now, Rose Pauly was a bright 
star in the artistic firmament, with 
much of its lustre due to the con- 
ductor Clemens Krauss, whose in- 
fluence led her to assume not only 
the roles in “Elektra” and “Salome,” 
but in Strauss’ “Frau Ohne Schat- 
ten,” “Intermezzo,” and “Aegyp- 
tische Helena,” as well. 

Pauly’s initial appearances in the 
United States were with the New 
York Philharmonic, in concert per- 
formances of “Elektra,” on March 
18, 19, and 21, 1937. Artur Rodzin- 
ski conducted, and her supporting 
cast on those occasions consisted of 
Charlotte Boerner, Enid Szantho, 
Frederick Jagel, Julius Huehn and 
Abrasha Robofsky. 

The indescribable sensation she 
created, promptly won her a contract 
with the Metropolitan. There her 
Elektra magnetized the vast audi- 
torium for the first time on Janu- 
ary 7, 1938. 

Soon London had the pleasure of 
hearing her Elektra, when she bowed 
to the Covent Garden audience later 
that year in the shabby robes of 
Agamemnon’s avenging daughter. 

At the Teatro Colon of Buenos 
Aires, Pauly was greatly appreci- 
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ated. She did Marschallin and Elek- 
tra there, in 1939; then Ortrud and 
Kundry, in 1942; and in 1948 she 
repeated Elektra. 

Rose Pauly remained at the Met- 
ropolitan three seasons, until 1941. 
Meanwhile, on July 29 and 30 of 
1940, she clicked her heels as a se- 
ductive Carmen, on the stage of the 
Lewisohn Stadium in New York. 

As a closing note of interest, oth- 
er unusual roles she undertook were 
in Schreker’s “Ferne Klang,” Schil- 
lings’ ‘‘Mona Lisa,” d’Albert’s “Tief- 
land,” and Berg’s ‘Wozzeck.” 

After a highly successful career, 
Miss Pauly is now retired in Israel. 

The IRCC dise contains all that 
is needed to appreciate the unique 
art of Rose Pauly. Her voice, al- 
though beautifully modulated in 
appropriate places, is ringy and pen- 
etrating, even to the point of shrill- 
ness when pressed hard against the 
teeth in assertive vocal declamation. 

But what an astounding tonal 
palette she has to work with. Not 
just the principal colors, but all 
possible intermixtures, down to the 
somberest which she uses in mo- 
ments of despair. The vivid hues are 
employed in proclamations of an- 
guish and exultation, while the in- 
termediate shades go into conveying 
other feelings in all their stark 
realism, as dictated by the unfolding 
dramatic subject. 

Then there is the suggestive tint 
reserved for mental quirks. That one 
makes icy fingers run up and down 
your spine, as when, after Salome 
kisses the head of John the Baptist, 
Pauly slowly, grippingly, repeats in 
an eerie, hollow voice: Ah! Ich 
habe deinem Mund gekiisst. Joch- 
anaan. 

Believe me, a few lines of this 
and you’re all with Herod when he 
orders his soldiers to crush the 
aberrated girl under their shields. 

In the two beautiful songs, the 
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“Verfiihrung” and “Gesang der Apol- 
lopriesterin,” Pauly is extremely ex- 
pressive, as she is in “Die Aegyp- 
tische Helena.” It is in “Elektra” 
and “Salome,” however, that all the 
stops are pulled when her voice 
rises in a gamut of impassioned 
singing, on the swelling waves of 
Richard Strauss’ opulent orchestra- 
tion. 

From “Elektra,” her most famous 
role, we have three scenes. The first 
- Allein! Weh, ganz allein (Alone! 
Woe! Quite alone!) - is a cry of the 
oppressed Elektra to her father, 
Agamemnon, murdered by his wife 
Klytemnestra and her lover Aegisth. 

In the second scene - Was bluten 
muss? (Whence blood must flow?) 
- Elektra takes fiendish delight in 
depicting to her mother how she 
too will be slain. 

And the third scene - Orest! 
Orest! - consists of Elektra’s rap- 
turous gladness at the return of her 
brother, in whom she had placed 
all hope of -indicating her father’s 
death and honor. 

Aside frc:n a few notes. which 
zot lost in recording, a legitimate 
eut of about six pages in Was blu- 
ten muss? does away with quite a 
bit of gory details. 

A record very much out of the 
ordinary this, and one which may 
reveal to many, a new and unex- 
s)lored horizon. 


OLIMPIA BORONAT 

As Pauly’s high-geared histrion- 
es fit into the modern drama, so 
lid the cream-puff emoting of Olim- 
pia Boronat lend itself to the style 
of antique composers whose works 
she so brilliantly executed. 

Visualize a sparkling brook, with 
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OLIMPIA BORONAT as Gilda 





fragrant violets bunched in the shade 
of fresh, green foliage, and you have 
a mental picture of Boronat in song. 

A gentle sob, a bit of tempera- 
ment here and there, punctuates the 
more salient points in the plots. 
Otherwise, nary an uncautious move 
disturbs the flow of that precious 
tone or disarranges the _ golden 
specks on its velvety surface. 

This admirable olympic poise (an 
asset even among staid old-timers), 
along with vocalization of enchant- 
ing loveliness, are among the at- 
tractions on Rococo R28:

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Harold Jarvis 


PART I

I. Tenor’s Namesake 


For the past 18 years I have 
hoped some day to tell the life 
story of the late Harold Jarvis. I 
have wanted to do this not only 
because of my admiration for the 
eminent Middle Western tenor, but 
also because I felt HOBBIES read- 
ers should know of my Roanoke, 
Va., friend, that great and good 
man, Harold Jarvis Yates, who was 
named for the Detroit songbird. 

In 1943, I left Johnson City, Tenn., 
where I was then editorial writer 
of the Press, and came to Roanoke 
as a staff member of the World- 
News. In those war days the staff 
was small and considerable “doub- 
ling up” was necessary, so I was 
soon assigned to the police beat, 
among a great many other things. 

A detective who especially inter- 
ested me was a tall, hazel-eyed, pipe- 
smoking gentleman, H. J. Yates. Mr. 
Yates had a command of English— 
“The gift of gab,” as his crony and 
inveterate “needler,’ Detective Cecil 
Daniel (Friday) Webster, termed it 
—and an intellectually whimsical 
sense of humor that delighted me. 
I soon came to é¢hink of him as— 
what I still consider him although 
we meet rarely nowadays—one of 
my best friends. 

One afternoon, “Friday” Webster 
facetiously addressed Detective 
Yates as “Harold Jarvis.” That 
caused me to remark: “Why, that’s 
funny! Did you know there used to 
be a famous tenor named Harold 


Jarvis?” 
“Heck yeah, I knowed it!” Mr. 
Yates returned, with grammatical 


exactitude. “An aunt of mine mar- 


ried a kinfolk of his, and she tagged . 


me after the guy!” 

He beamed complacently, ignor- 
ing Webster’s comment: “If that 
character could sing you sure don’t 
take after him!” 

This was indeed surprising news. 
I inquired into the circumstances of 
how the aunt persuaded Mr. Yates’ 
parents to name him after a distin- 
guished singer, and he related the 
circumstances to the best of his 
memory. 

A few days ago, with this article 
in mind, I called up H. J. and asked 
him to restate the facts. He did, 


and he also had me call his sister, 


Mrs. Dorothy Jones, whose recol- 
lection, he said, would be more ac- 
curate than his. 

Between the sister and brother, I 
learned their parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
William Henry Yates, were origin- 
ally from Saginaw, Mich., where Mr. 
Yates was in the lumber” business. 
In the early 1900’s they came to 
the South, and lived at Johnson 
City, and in Bland county, Va., 
where Harold Jarvis Yates was born, 
before they moved to Roanoke. 

Mrs. Yates had been a Davidson. 
Her sister, Sadie Davidson, who re- 
mained in Michigan, married Leon 
(usually known as Len) Jarvis - and 
Leon was an uncle of Harold Jarvis, 
the tenor. “Aunt Sadie,” and “Uncle 
Len,” who was in the building sup- 
ply business, often visited the Yates 
family, and were on hand when the 
Yates baby son arrived. There was 
a discussion as to what he should 
be named. Father Yates said he’d 
like for him to have the same name 
as his own father - Henry James 
Yates - or at least the same initials. 

Then Aunt Sadie, a strong admir- 
er of her husband’s handsome and 
gifted nephew, who lived in Detroit, 
spoke up. “Why don’t you name 
him Harold Jarvis Yates?” she 
asked. “You'd still be keeping the 
initials, H. J., and maybe he’ll grow 
up to be a famous singer like Harold 
Jarvis.” 

The suggestion found favor. Har- 
old Jarvis Yates the infant became, 
and it is a name on which he has 
cast individual radiance. While he 
has not become the talented tenor 
for whom Aunt Sadie hoped, during 
his years as a detective he induced 
many a law violator to “sing.” 

Sadie and Len visited their Roan- 
oke relations regularly for many 
years. My friend says one of his 
earliest recollections is of meeting 
Santa Claus, whom he later had 
reason to believe was “Uncle Len” 
in disguise. 

The Michigan couple had no chil- 
dren of their own, but Len had a 
son by a former marriage. After 
the son’s death, he and his Sadie 
adopted Len’s granddaughter, Alice. 

Len survived his nephew, Harold 
Jarvis, by two years, dying in 1926. 
Aunt Sadie is also dead. Harold 
Jarvis never visited Roanoke, and 
Mr. Yates never saw the celebrity 
whose name he bears. 

And that is the story of how my 
Roanoke friend, who quit detective 
work well over a decade ago to be- 
come, like “Friday” Webster, a val- 
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ued investigator for Associated 
Transport, came to be named Harold 
Jarvis Yates. We are not quite done 
with him, however. 

Before proceeding to consider the 
life and recordings of Harold Jarvis, 
I must give myself the pleasure of 
publishing here, for the benefit of 
future generations, a poem I wrote 
some 15 years ago, in which I paid 
tribute to the remarkable qualities 
of Harold Jarvis Yates. 


II. “Lines in Praise of a 
Great and Good Man” 


I am proud of that poem. When- 
ever I despondently suspect my life 
has been in vain and I have written 
Nothing That Will Live, I console 
myself by re-reading the painstak- 
ingly wrought effusions which 
termed “Lines in Praise of a Great 
and Good Man.” The more I observed 
Mr. Yates the more I was impressed 
by his almost superhuman strength 
of character, and the more I longed 
to lay my meed of praise at his 
amply proportioned feet. 

At last I succeeded. I realize, of 
course—and this is an opinion in 
which Harold Jarvis Yates, with a 
modest, but well grounded knowl- 
edge of his own virtues, wholeheart- 
edly concurs—that no poem could do 


absolute justice to his manifold 
merits. 
But it is my considered belief 


that, for subtlety, unflinching re- 
ality, and sympathetic portrayal of 
a great man’s character, there is no 
other ode in the English language 
to equal it. Mr. Yates himself says 
that although it does not do him 
entire justice it starts in where 
Shakespeare leaves off. 

Among many other felicities, I 
hope you will note the superlative 
ingenuity by which the reader is 
permitted to substitute “chest” or 
“vest,” if he prefers, for “breast” in 
the second stanza. But I must con- 
fess, to be perfectly honest, that 
although Mr. Yates highly approves 
of the poem as a whole, there are 
two expressions in the third stanza 
which he deplores. 


Those regrettable lines must be 
attributed to other members of the 
Detective Bureau—and_ especially 
“Friday” Webster. They, no doubt, 
were somewhat jealous of the poetic 
tribute which Mr. Yates had re- 
ceived. They accused me of taking 
indecent liberties with the truth and 
insisted on changes being made. 
They even threatened to refuse me 
further news if I didn’t make them. 
In order to remain a productive re- 
porter, I had to do violence to my 
artistic integrity. 

I had written “never with rum 
his thirst he sates, but gladly for 
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cold water waits.” “Friday” insisted 
on this becoming, “ever with rum 
his thirst he sates, and never for 
cold water waits.” When I flatly 
refused to make that change, we 
compromised, after some bickering, 
on “seldom with rum—.” 

I had also written, “the truth ne 
durn nigh always states.” Mr. Web- 
ster objected even more strongly to 
this, and demanded that it become, 
“the truth he almost never states” 
or “the truth he hardly ever states.” 

Once more I declined, even though 
warned the Detective Bureau might 
be declared out of bounds for me. 
“Friday” next suggested, “the truth 
he with reluctance states,” but I 
wouldn’t have that, either. Finally, 
we agreed to substitute, “the truth 
he on occasion states.” 

It is those changes which Mr. 
Yates feels do violence to the over- 
all concept of him as a noble, heroic 
character. But here, with all its 
merits (too numerous to mention) 
and its defects (precious few) is my 
poem in praise of that great and 
good man, who has even more merits 
and fewer faults than the work of 
art: 


“Thrice blessed of the shining Fates 
Is he yclept H. Jarvis Yates! 

He holdeth friendly tete-a-tetes 
With gentlemen who burgle freights, 

And ladies who hacksaw their mates 
Confide to him their better traits, 

The while he strokes their lovely pates 
And fingerprints perpetuates. 

Shy damsels snatched from hotel dates 
Sob on the breast (*) of Harold Yates. 

Neighbors’ quarrels he arbitrates 
And fussy females he placates, 

But sin he manfully berates, 
Envisioning the Pearly Gates; 

Aught that’s depraved he staunchly hates, 
(So surely pure is Jarvis Yates!) 

Seldom with rum his thirst he sates, 
But gladly for cold water waits; 

The truth he on occasion states. 
Brawls he rarely originates— 

A fact that clearly indicates 
No vulgar rows he tolerates. 

In Fame’s fair Hall he richly rates— 
Our Harold (H. J.) Jarvis Yates! 


(* Or chest, or vest, if you prefer.) 


And now, with this amiable horse- 
play disposed of, we may proceed to 
a serious consideration of the life 
and achievements of Detroit’s favor- 
ite tenor, Harold Jarvis. 


III. Death Certificate 


Harold Jarvis’ death certificate, 
which the Detroit Department of 
Health sent me, proved disappoint- 
ing. I was surprised to find Jarvis’ 
wife, whose maiden name was Marie 
Judson (his second wife), didn’t 
know the date of his birth. His age 
was given as “about 59,” and his 
home as 702 Glynn Court. His occu- 
pation was set down as “artist.” 

Jarvis was born in Toronto, Can- 
ada, which no doubt partly accounts 
for his popularity in Canada and for 
his recording the national Canadian 
anthem, “O Canada!” His father’s 
name is given as George Jarvis, 
and he was born, the certificate 
says, somewhere in England. His 
mother’s maiden name was said to 
be unknown, but she, too, was be- 
lieved of English birth. 

Dr. G. P. Cooley’s report said e 
had treated Jarvis from 1921 until 
his death on March 31, 1924, for 
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Harold Jarvis, Detroit church and con- 
cert tenor, well established before the 
20th century. 





edema of the lungs and aortic ob- 
struction, which I interpret to mean 
a combination of dropsy and a heart 
ailment. Burial took place in Wood- 
lawn Cemetery on April 3. There 
was no mention of any children. 

Since the certificate reached me, 
I have had a windfall of further 
Jarvis information from Kurtz My- 
ers, chief of the Music and Drama 
Department of the Detroit Public 
Library. Mr. Myers sent photostatic 
copies of virtually everything con- 
cerning Harold Jarvis in the Li- 
brary’s files, and graciously assured 
me: “We certainly wish to be help- 
ful in the preparation of your ar- 
ticle about one of Detroit’s few mus- 
ical celebrities.” 

He surely has been. In fact, I can’t 
think of any time when any other 
person or institution has been more 
helpful! From the newspaper clip- 
pings and other material enclosed 
in Mr. Myers’ bulky envelope I can 
give much information I did not 
previously have. In fact, I am al- 
most swamped, but gratefully so, by 
the wealth of Jarvisiana which has 
descended upon me! 


IV. Considered for Light Opera 

Before me is 2 newspaper story 
which reveals that, well before the 
20th century, Harold Jarvis was es- 
tablished in the Detroit area as a 
church and concert tenor of excep- 
tional ability. On January 3, 1899, 
a Detroit newspaper published a long 
news story saying the manager of 
the Alice Nielsen Opera Company 
was thinking of engaging Jarvis, 
to give the Company a tenor of the 
artistic stature of its famous basso, 
Eugene ‘Cowles. Here is a condensed 
version of what appeared under the 
heading, “Jarvis May Join a Great 
Opera Company: 

“Manager Frank L. Perley, of the Neil- 
sen Opera Co., has ambitious plans for 
that organization for next season, and 
one of them is to secure Detroit’s tenor, 
Harold Jarvis, as a member of the com- 
pany. 

“Mr. Perley had heard Mr. Jarvis 
spoken of as one of the leading tenors 
of the country, and when he came to 
Detroit last week made overtures to get 
his name to a contract. Mr. Jarvis re- 


ceives many offers of this kind and has 
persistently refused to be tempted from 
his present pleasant and remunerative 
work, but after witnessing a perform- 
ince of ‘The Fortune Teller,’ he said 
that was the first light opera organiza- 
tion he had seen that he would consent 
to become a member of. He made an 
appointment with Mr. Perley to sing 
for him at the Hotel Cadillac yesterday, 
but was unable to do so on account of 
the illness of Arthur Depew, his accom- 
panist. Mr. Perley will, howevet, be 
given an opportunity to hear his voice 
next week in Chicago, during the en- 
gagement of ‘The Fortune Teller’ in 
that city. 


“T am going to make the Nielsen 
Company the leading light opera organ- 
ization in this country,’ said Mr. Perley 
yesterday, ‘and am on the lookout for 
a tenor who will equal Mr. Cowles as a 
basso. If all I have heard of Mr. Jarvis’ 
singing is true he will fill the bill.’ "’ 


I wonder what happened. So far 
as I know, Jarvis didn’t join the 
“Fortune Teller” company or any 
other light opera ensemble. Prob- 
ably he decided he preferred to stay 
amid the congenial surroundings of 
Detroit, where he was a local celeb- 
rity with great personal popularity. 

Although the death certificate 
mentioned no children, Harold Jar- 
vis was already a father when he 
was considering light opera status. 
The Detroit News-Tribune for Jan- 
uary 1, 1899, contained a photograph 
of a baby boy, with a cut line, “Rul- 
ers of Our Homes.” Beneath the 
cut line appeared the following: 

“Harold Jarvis, Jr., whose wise little 
face looks out from this picture, is the 
handsome son of Harold Jarvis, the well- 
known and popular singer of Detroit. 
The face of little Harold shows not only 
beauty, but intelligence, and there is a 
dreamy expression in his large dark eyes, 
quite unusual in so young a child. The 
portrait was reproduced in _ half-tone 
from a photo taken by James Arthur.” 


Unfortunately, little Harold, Jr. 
(the first of two boys to bear that 
name) did not have a long life. His 
story ended tragically. He gave 
great promise, as he grew up, of 
becoming an accomplished pianist. 

While he was still a boy, in 1910, 
his mother took him to Leipzig, Ger- 
many, to study. On the ship going 
over he suffered a fall which -aused 
his death after he arrived in Leip- 
zig. A sequel to this sad occurrence 
was published in the Detroit Free 
Press for September 11, 1913: 

“Mrs. Harold Jarvis, wife of the welil- 
known Detroit tenor, died Wednesday 
noon at the family residence, 39 Atkin- 
son avenue. 

“Grief and worry over the death of 
her only child, Harold Reginald Jarvis, 
who died in Germany three years ago 
last June, caused Mrs. Jarvis to fall ill 
about a year and a half ago. She never 
recovered her health, and her condition 
was such that her death Wednesday was 
not unexvected by her husband and 
other relatives. 

“Mrs. Jarvis, the daughter of Dr. 
W. H. -Gelkie, late dean of Trinity Medi- 
cal College, Toronto, married Mr. Jarvis 
in Toronto 21 years ago. Other surviving 
members of her family, in addition to 
her husband, are two brothers, Dr. W. 
W. Gelkie, of Elmira, Ontario, Dr. W. W. 
Gelkie, of Toronto, and a sister, Miss 
Ethel Gelkie, of Toronto.” 


A newspaper story published after 
Jarvis’ death said Mrs. Jarvis, whose 
maiden name was Laura Gelkie, was 
an accomplished singer. The loss of 
both his son and wife was described 
as “a crushing blow” to the tenor, 
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“and it is believed to have had much 
to do with the tender expression 
always apparent when Mr. Jarvis 
sang at the burial of friends.” 


V. Recital Reviews 
Despite his bereavement, Jarvis 
continued active in church and con- 
cert work. In 1914, for instance, he 


sang twice within a few 
recitals in Buffalo, N. Y. The re- 


views which he received then may be 
considered typical of those through- 
out his career. Concerning his re- 
cital on January 21, 1914, given less 
than four months after Mrs. Jarvis’ 
death, the Buffalo Inquirer said: 
“Harold Jarvis, of Detroit, the dis- 
tinguished concert and oratorio. tenor, 
was the leading attraction at the delight- 
ful musical concert held yesterday after- 


noon in the piano salon of the J. N. 
Adam Company. . . and attended by 
nearly 1,500 people. Mr. Jarvis won in- 
stant favor with his listeners and through 
his various songs scored the same bril-

“Another hit was ‘The Irish Court- 
ship,’ which Mr. Jarvis sang with in- 
imitable effect, and, being recalled, asked 


the audience which of two songs those 
present preferred to hear him sing - 
‘A Perfect Day,’ by Carrie Jacobs Bond, 
or ‘Beautiful Isle of Somewhere.’ ‘Both’ 
was the response, so with customary 
good nature Mr. Jarvis sang both with 
splendid vocalization.” 


Probably few of those who saw 
the tenor accede graciously and 
smilingly to requests had any con- 
ception of-the grief with which he 
was struggling.

written about her in contemporary 
Russian literature aside from the 
facts that she hailed from Italy and 
that her singing was of a wondrous 
nightingale quality. 

Any reference to a primadonna’s 
age was delicately avoided in those 
days, and she was no exception. So, 
with this and other important de- 
tails conspicuous by their absence, 
an article published in 1905 stated 
that Boronat (always spelled Baron- 
at in Russian print) finished the 
Milan Conservatory under Prof. 
Leoni. She made a successful debut 
at the San Carlo in Naples, in 1889. 
Then she sang in America (meaning 
S.A.), Madrid, and Lisbon. 

Boronat’s first Russian appear- 
ances were in Odessa, at the Opera 
managed by Sietoff, during the 
1890-91 season. In 1891-92 she sang 
at the Aquarium, in St. Petersburg. 
From then on she appeared for years 
in St. Petersburg with the Italian 
Opera, and also sang in Warsaw, 
Odessa, Kharkoff, and Kiev. 

When she lived on her estate, 
Wierchownia, near Kiev, in the sum- 
mer she liked to join the Italian 
Opera at the Chateau des Fleurs. 

I don’t recall ever coming across 
her appearances at the St. Peters- 
burg Maryinsky Imperial, although 
she must have sung there as guest

American Indian Dolls of the 1880’s 


By CLARA H. FAWCETT 


Collectors of American Indian 
dolls nowadays easily acquire beau- 
tiful specimens from various tribes. 
They are made especially for the 
collector and not for children to play 
with, but back in the 19th century 
at the time when we still had terri- 
torial possessions, American Indian 
dolls were made, (though not com- 
mercially), for children to play with. 

Olive Thorne Miller, in an article 
for St. Nicholas, August, 1888, has 
this to say in regard to American 
Indian dolls at that time: “Among 
the wild Indians of our own country 
is surely the last place one would 
look for toys, and travelers have 
said they had none; but a closer 
look brings some to light. 

“On the desk before me sit two dear 
creatures, just arrived from Dakota 
Territory. They were made by some 
loving mother of the Gros Ventre 
tribe of Indians. But the unfortun- 
ate little redskin girl for whom they 
were intended never received them 
after all, for they were bought by a 
white man, and sent to New York 
to sit for their picture for you. 

“They are a queer-looking pair, 
dressed in the most elegant Gros 
Ventre style. They are 18 inches 
tall, made of cloth, with their noses 
sewed on, and their faces well color- 
ed; not only made red, like the 
skin, but with painted features. 

“The Indian doll has a gentle ex- 
pression, with mild eyes, but the 
woman has a wild look, as though 
she were very much scared to find 
herself in a white man’s “tepee.” 
Both have long hair in a braid over 
each ear, but the brave has also 
a quantity hanging down his back, 
and a crest standing up on top — 
perhaps as a ‘scalp-lock.’ 


“The dress of the lady resembles, 
in style and material, a bathing suit. 
It is of blue flannel, trimmed with 
red braid, a long blouse and leg- 
gings of the same. She has also 
moccasins, and a string of blue beads 
around her neck, besides little dots 
of beads all over her waist. 

“The suit of the warrior is similar 
in style, but the blouse is of un- 
bleached muslin, with streaks of red 
paint, and trimmed with braid, also 
red. Across his breast he wears 
an elaborate ornament of white 
beads, gorgeous to behold. 

“Besides these Gros Ventre dolls 
stands another pair, from a Canada 
tribe: the woman dragging a six- 
inch-long toboggan loaded with tent 
and poles, while the warrior carries 
his snow-shoes. She is dressed in 


red and black flannel, with calico 


blouse and cloth hood; tin bracelets 
are on her arms, and her breast 
bears an ornament like a dinner- 
plate, also of tin. 

“Her lord and master wears a 
dandyish suit of white canton-flan- 
nel, fuzzy side out, a calico shirt, 
red neck-tie, and likewise a hood 


and tin dinner-plate.

artist. However, I do know that she 
was Gilda to Ruffo’s Rigoletto, at 
the Bolshoy Imperial of Moscow, on 

March 23, 1907. 

Among her roles, the most out- 
standing were considered those in 
“Traviata,” ‘Rigoletto,’ “Lucia,” 
Queen in “Huguenots,” “Barber of 
Seville,” “Pearl Fishers,” ‘Don Pas- 
quale,” and “Sonnambula.” 

The photograph shown on page 31 
of Boronat as Gilda, accompanied 
the article to which I referred. 

It is widely known that in Russia 
Boronat married a Polish “Count 
Rzewuski” (written with a dot over 
the letter z). But that’s all. There 
is never mention of a first name. 
Yet it would be of interest to know 
better the nobleman who captured 
the “Italian Nightingale.” 

Perhaps some day we'll learn 
more about Boronat’s ad oring 
spouse. In the meantime, I know of 
a Count Rzewuski who was in the 
employ of the Imperial Theatres. 

His name and patronymic, accord- 
ing to Russian usage, was Stanislaw 
Adamovitch, and he entered the ser- 
vice of the Imperials in December, 
1885, as one of the assistants to 
their Director. Twelve years later, 
the official records of the Imperial 
Theatres still listed his name in 
the same capacity. 

Was he a close relative of Bor- 
onat’s husband? Or was he perhaps 
the husband? 

One last remark before signing 
off. In the jacket notes of Rococo 
R28, there is a quotation in which 
Boronat is compared to Christine 
Nilsson and Emma Nevada. 

We have no palpable knowledge 
of Nilsson’s and Nevada’s singing, 
while recorded examples of Boron- 
at’s voice are within everyone’s 
reach. Is there, pray, any possibil- 
ity of comparing the tangible with 
the imaginary? 

When malapropos comparisons 
such as this are encountered, the 
classic query often posed by the 
radio’s inimitable bull-thrower of the 
’thirties, Baron Munchausen, comes 
to mind: “Vass you dere, Charley?”

“They (the dolls) are made of 
wood, with joints at hip and shoul- 


der, and the faces are carved and 
painted. Wild dolls are curious and 


interesting. Let me tell you of a 
few others I have seen. 


“The little Moquis girls have 
wooden dolls of different sizes and 
decrees. The best have arms and 


legs, are dressed in one garment of 
coarse cotton, and instead of hair 
have feathers sticking out of their 
heads. 

“A lower grade of Moquis doll has 
no limbs, but is gayly painted in 
stripes, and wears beads as big as 
its fist would be, if it had one. This 
looks as you would with a string 
of oranges around your neck. 

“The poorest of all, which has evi- 
dently been loved by some poor little 
Indian girl, has in place of a head 
a sprig of evergreen. How did 
the white man get hold of a treasure 
like this? Is the little owner grown 
up? Is she laid to sleep under the 
daisies? Or was this doll left be- 
hind in a hurried flight of the Mo- 
quis village before an enemy? 

“It isn’t an Edison doll; it can’t 
talk—so we shall never know. 

“The Sitka girls have dolls of 
black leather, with beads for eyes 
and mouth, and dresses of fur. They 
have also a poorer doll, of clay, with 
the nose formed, when the clay was 
soft, by the summary process of a 
good pinch in the face: and a lavish 
display of beads made by smal] pun- 
ches in the same soft material. The 
dress of these Sitka babies is simple 





—a piece of coarse Indian cloth 
wound around the body and tied on. 


“Another leather doll belongs to 
the little Micmac girl. This is 


finer than the last-named, however, 
for the leather is light-colored; and 
it has a nose not pinched up in front, 
but punched out from behind, and 
held in shape by something hard. 

“It has black beads for eyes, and 
mouth, and eyebrows of black paint. 
In dress it is quite grand; moc- 
casins, leggings, and calico gown, 
with a liberal amount of bead trim- 
ming and necklaces. 

“The small Sioux maiden also has 
a doll of leather, black, and with 
beads for eyes and mouth. 

“A Nez Percé girl has contributed 
to us — whether willingly or not — 
her dear doll in its cradle of basket- 
work. It is a rag-baby about eight

inches long, and as tightly tied into 
the cradle as the poor little Nez 
Percé girl herself was tied into hers. 

“Many a long, happy journey has 
this eight-inch papoose taken, slung 
over the back of its loving mama; 
many a swing has it enjoyed, hang- 
ing from a bush; and many a dinner 
has it shared with its little owner — 
at least, so one must judge from its 
looks. 

“The little girl of Alaska has an 
ivory doll. It is carved from walrus 
tusk, any length from one to six 
inches, with nose carved; and eyes, 
eyebrows, and mouth of black ena- 
mel. Even the inch-long baby has 
features carefully made. 

“She has also a doll of wood, six 
or eight inches long, with its face 
carved and a curious ornament just 
below the corners of the mouth. 
This is a blue bead, and is in imi- 
tation of the fashion of her tribe, 
of making in the lower lip an open- 
ing like a button-hole, through which 
any desired ornament may be thrust. 

“None of the Alaska dolls have 
joints, but this unnatural stiffness 
has apparently not been altogether 
satisfactory, for some are carved. in 
a sitting posture. 

“The most humble doll is simply 
a stick with a head carved on the 
end. But the most elaborate of all 
Indian dolls I have seen belongs also 
to Alaska. It is carved from dark- 
colored wood, with mouth open, 
showing three white teeth, and it 
has real hair, in locks six inches 
long, stuck into holes in the wooden 
head, with the drollest ‘patchy’ ef- 
fect.” 

Another story of an Indian “play” 
doll in the same issue of St. Nicho- 
las, 1888, concerns the doll “Bonita.” 
See sketch. ‘“ ‘Bonita’ is about a 
foot tall, and is dressed in the best 
style the wigwam could supply. She 
has real skin, and real hair — real 
buckskin, and real horsehair. 


“Charming pink cheeks on her 
very fine yellow face; expressive 
bead eyes, and a very unique little 
group of beads that does service 
for both nose and mouth surprisingly 
well. Two black beads, placed in a 
line between two white ones, form 
each of the cleverly made eyes. 

“Her raven hair is plaited in 
eighth-of-an-inch braids, and tied be- 
hind with a tiny buckskin ribbon. 
Not to be sparing of her charms, 
she has also two graceful braids 
falling in front of her shoulders. 

“If ‘Bonita’ had stayed in her wig- 
wam home, she probably might have 
had two or three dresses. But 
we think her fine enough in this 
gorgeous red-flannel dress, bound 
with yellow calico. She has square 
sleeves that envelop her spare arms, 
and marvelous square side-breadths 
that dip lower than the rest. 

“She wears six strands of milk- 
white beads about her throat, and 
others dotted over her dress yoke. 
An indescribable pendant of tin 


bangles is suspended from her buck- 


skin belt, which is also trimmed in 
tin ornaments. 

“Excelling all else in deft work- 
manship are her wonderful little 
moccasins. An Indian Goody Two- 
Shoes might have worn them, so soft 
and pliable are they. They are ex- 
quisitely embroidered in blue and red 
floss, and have tiny silk binding, 
sewed with invisible stitches. 

“Perhaps her little mistress imag- 
ined her a Cinderella, home from the 
ball, crouching before the ashes of 
the camp-fire. Alas! when the 
clock struck 12, her elegant mouse- 
tooth necklace and doe-skin dress 
vanished as she evaded the Indian 
Prince.” 

Persons interested in collecting 
Indian dolls might do well to con- 
tact the Craft Shop at the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, Washington, 
D. C., and when visiting Washington 
be sure to see the outstanding col- 
lection of Indian dolls in the Smith- 
sonian Institution.

locks, keys, boxes); associative me- 
mentoes (Bismarck’s mustache cup, 
Napoleon’s snuff box, pieces of fa- 
mous shipwrecks) ; artifacts, or items 
of archaeological interest (very pop- 
ular right now); things with shock 
value (i.e., wooden dentures, old tor- 
ture implements) ; or articles of pro- 
fessional interest (barber mugs, an- 
cient drafting tools). 

Such are the proportions of the 
curio revival that a number of rea- 
sons have already been put forth to 
explain it. Some savants believe that 
the bustle really began during World 
War II, when G.I.’s came home with 
exotic mementoes of their sojourns 
abroad. After the war, Americans, 
traveling in greater numbers than 
ever before, also brought back bibe- 
lots by the shipload, began to put 
them on shelves, and have been add- 
ing to them ever since. 

Ralph Chait, along with many oth- 
er gallery people, thinks that this in- 
terest in small obiects represents an 
attempt to improve on “the starkness 
and drabness of so many modern 
rooms. Moreover, although people 
have more money these days and bet- 
ter taste, the scaled-down quarters 
most of us now live in don’t allow 
room for larger pieces.” 

But is there a deeper explanation? 
A New York psychiatrist, who wish- 
es to remain nameless, has come up 
with one. He suggests that curios are 
really adult toys, and people are 
turning to them, as children do, to 
forget their troubles in an increas- 
ingly threatening world they never 
made. 

“Then, too,” he says, “Americans 
are so used to the idea of things 
having a purpose that it’s mentally 
refreshing to contemplate an object 
that has no use at all—a thing that 
if it works, does so only for fun, 
and is, so to speak, at leisure.” 

For a final summing-up statement, 
a curio lover himself was sought. 
Ralph Gardner, a New York adver- 
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tising man who snaps up a trifle or 
two whenever the spirit moves him, 
and who has recently acquired the 
stuffed left front foot of a rhinoceros 
shot by Theodore Roosevelt, went 
straight to the heart of the matter: 
“Why do I like curios? I guess it’s 
because I have a thing for things.”

Ira J. Moody’s love for “old 
things” started with a love of old 
firearms. Today he operates the 
Moody Museum at McGregor, Ia., 
and his collecting interests have 
spread to the other members of his 
family, Mrs. Moody, and their chil- 
dren—their son Kirk John, and their 
daughters, Patricia and Cathy. 

McGregor, Ia., is on a scenic high- 
way, 45 miles northwest of Du- 
buque. The setting for the Moody 
Museum is on the old farm prop- 
erty once owned by State Senator 
M. X. Geske. There are three acres 
in the property which includes the 
museum, fine old two-story house 
and literally acres of well kept 
lawn. 

Among the things on view at the 
Moody Museum are buggy whips, an 
old-time meat-cutter’s huge — slab 
table, a 1902 Knox automobile, and 
an old Case steam tractor. Another 
item of interest is an old jail, or 
rather one of the cells from an old 
jail. 

Hanging on the museum walls are 
Currier & Ives prints, pictures of 
the disastrous McGregor flood of ’96, 
and paintings of steamboat races on 
the Mississippi (McGregor is on the 
Mississippi). 

Ira Moody has concentrated, for 
the most part, on articles from the 
period of 1840. to the early 1900’s. 

Many of HOBBIES readers have 
met Mr. Moody at the Chicago An- 
tiques Exposition and _ Collectors’ 
Fairs, where he exhibits semi- an- 
nually. He always wears a Civil 
War soldier’s cap and a red shirt 
at the shows. One of his special 
interests is Civil War memorabilia, 
and he has some outstanding me- 
mentoes.

Although 44 cabinet makers, chair 
makers, turners, were doing business 
in Rochester in 1834, very little 
known about them and there are few 
documented or known examples of 
their work. In the early years the 
names of William Brewster, ‘the first 
cabinetmaker, Sylvester Packard, 
Benjamin F. Hurlburt, Frederick 
Starr and Charles T. Robinson stand 
out. 

Charles T. Robinson was Roches- 
ter’s first exponent of mass produc- 
tion. He came to Rochester in 1825 
and set himself up in business on 
Brown’s Race. Soon he was employ- 
ing 50 men and turning out 50,000 
chairs. He began making turned legs, 
arms and other furniture parts for 
dealers who assembled the pieces 
themselves. He stamped or burned 
his label usually on the back of the 
upper cross bar and sold this chairs 
at popular prices. Although chairs 
of beechwood with cane seats in- 
tended for bedroom or kitchen use 
were his specialty he also made finer 
pieces to meet the demand for more 
elegant parlor furniture. 

‘In the 1850’s the business became 
the Charles Robinson Co., and moved 
to the House of Refuge,.a_ state 
school of correction in what is now 
Edgerton Park. Robinson furnished 
the tools and machines and under a 
contract labor system the boys made 
cane and flag seats. This system was 
later discontinued. After Charles Ro- 
binson’s death in 1878 the business 
was carried on at 108 State St. by 
his brothers under the name 0. &C. 
Robinson.

America on Stone is a collection of 
lithographs presented to the Smith- 
sonian Institution by the family of 
the late Harry T: Peters. All are 
the product of American lithograph- 
ers, 
Mr. Peters spent a lifetime collect- 
ing these prints. They number over 
1700 and date from 1819 to 1900. 
Though they cover the Victorian pe- 
riod in the United States, few of 
them are Currier & Ives. 

The subjects represented deal with 
family life, humor, fashions, war- 
fare, frontiers of land and_ sea, 
American society, and technology. 

As The Victorian American a num- 
ber of these prints were recently 
exhibited at the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. 

Another recent exhibition there is 
known as Americans—A View From 
The East. It consists of 95 prints 
dating mainly from 1860 to 1871. 
They are from the Carl H. Boehrin- 
ger Collection. 


‘Concerned with foreigners in Jap- 


~an after Commodore Perry’s visits 


in 1853-54, they depict him, his of- 
ficers, and other foreigners walking, 
pienicing, having tea, busy on the 
waterfronts, on horseback, ete. 

Included, too, are a fanciful se- 
ries on American cities, predomi- 
nantly, Washington, D. C. One print 
is titled, “Country of America. This 
is’ Called a Balloon and It Flies 
Through the Air Like a Steamer 
Moves on Water.” It is by Yoshi- 
tora, and dated 1867. 

Though these print artists are not 
as well known as the Ukiyo-e school 
of old masters of wood block art, 
some familiar to print collectors are 
Sadahide, Yoshikazu, Yoshitora, and 
Hiroshige II and III. 

Both of these print exhibits are 
now on tour in America.

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The Simple Story of 


TIME 


By L. W. SLAUGHTER 


Part IIT 


In the first two parts of this 
article, we covered a time span of 
more than 3,000 years. During all 
of this time there was a conscious- 
ness of time as a measurement of 
duration, and the need for a means 
to measure and record it. 

We have learned that there were 
devices, of one sort or another, to 
accomplish this. We _ have also 
learned that the few known devices 
were not very effective, or accurate, 
and that there appeared to be no 
capability of improving them. 

There was one important develop- 
ment during the period which opened 
the way for improvement in measur- 
ing devices in the following several 
centuries. This development was the 
recogntion of a “Mean” or “‘Average” 
time to replace the highly complex 
system of “True Solar Time.” 

By recognizing time on a constant 
flow basis over a uniform 24 hour 
day, it became measurable by a de- 
vice that would also operate on a 
constant basis corresponding to the 
passing of time. With this point es- 
tablished, the development of a me- 
chanical time-measuring device was 
inevitable; the only question being 
who would hit upon the idea and 
when. 

The “Who,” the “Where,” and the 
“When” as regards the first me- 
chanical time-keeping device is not 
known with any certainty. In the 
early literature and documents there 
are many conflicting” claims; some 
going back as far as Leonardo Da 
Vinci, and others as early as the 
year 1000 A. D. 

There are strong adherents for 
these claims, but there is a lack of 
undisputable proof. In this brief 
story it would not serve our purpose 
to go into much detail. Certainly, 
we are not in position to judge. 

The first clear record of a time- 
keeping device that is unquestion- 
ably mechanical in nature dates from 
about 1360 A. D. and the location 
is Paris, France. Here we learn 
that a German mechanic, named 
Henry De Vick, was employed by 
Charles V. of France to construct a 
clock to be erected on the Royai 
Palace. 

We say “on” the Royal Palace be- 
cause this time-piece, later called a 
Tower Clock, was very large, and 
was to act as the time-piece for the 
entire city. 

During the next 150 years or so, 
the only time-pieces we know about 
were the tower clock variety. These 
were very large clocks, powered by 
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Movement of early table clock.

heavy weights on ropes, and falling 
several stories in a day. 

The escapement which controlled 
the running of the clock was of the 
crown-wheel and foliot balance type. 
The foliot, or bar type balance was 
later replaced by a_ balance-wheel 
which did not add much to accuracy. 
The crown-wheel with verge and 
balance-wheel is capable of some de- 
gree of accuracy in a clock powered 
by weights, but some of these early 
tower clocks were known to show 
variances of as much as four hours 
per day. 

In spite of the fact that it was 
and is an inefficient type of escape- 
ment, it was the only one used in 
clocks unti! the anchor escapement 
was invented in 1676, and it con- 
tinued to be the only escapement 
used in watches until the detached 
lever escapement was _ invented 
around the middle of the 18th cen- 
tury. As a matter of fact, it con- 
tinued to be used well up into the 
19th century. 

The very earliest tower clocks had 
neither dials nor hands. It appears 
that they did have a striking ar- 
rangement and would strike’ the 
hours on a bell. In this period one 
could only tell time by ear and there 
was no means of knowing the time 
between the hours. 

Some time later a dial and one 
hand were added to the clock and 
visible time was available. Once 
started, the improvements added to 
tower clocks became numerous and 
varied. 

Many mechanical features were 
added to the clock itself, some of 
which improved the _ time-keeping 
characteristics and others had to do 
with the striking. The most inter- 
esting additions were, of course. the 
automata which sometimes involved 
quite intricate mechanisms. 

The simplest of these were known 
as “Jacks.” A Jack is a figure hold- 
ing a hammer which might actually 
strike on a bell at the hour inter- 
vals, or sometimes only simulate the 
strike while the actual striking of 


the bell was accomplished inside the 
clock. 

Many of the old tower clocks had 
many figures, each performing a dif- 
ferent act, and the group acting out 
an allegorical or religious tableau. 
Some of these old clocks are still to 
be seen in Europe. Most have been 
rebuilt many times and_ probably 
there is little of the original left. 

One hundred and forty years after 
the first known mechanical clock was 
built, we find. in the year 1500, that 
the only mechanical time-pieces in 
existence were the hure tower clocks 
on public buildings, or in public 
places. The individual who might 
have liked a smaller version of the 
clock for use in his own home found 
nothing available. 

Then, in this momentous year, 
something happened which changed 
the entire conception of mechanical 
time-keeping devices. A young man, 
in Nurnberg, Germany, discovered 
a way to hammer out long ribbons 
of steel which could be formed into 
a coil and would supply power which, 
heretofore. was supplied only by the 
pull of weights on a rove or cord 

This was the mainspring, as we 
now know it, and it opened the way 
for a whole new conception of the 
possibilities of making smaller. and 
portable time-pieces, which could be 
made for and used by individuals in 
their homes. It also made possible 
and practical the construction of still 
smaller time-pieces which could be 
carried on the person. 

The first portable time-pieces we 
know about, were rather small and 
today are called table clocks. They 
were round, or many-sided, with the 
dial on top. They usually had a 
striking mechanism to strike the 
hours on a bell. They were usually 
no more than three or four inches 
in diameter and three to four inches 
high, including the feet on which 
they rested. 

The very early ones were plain. 
A little later they were made of 
brass and_ elaborately engraved. 
Often they were made in the form 
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of animals, the lion being the most 
used. 

Sometimes they were called clock- 
watches. Today, watches that strike 
are called clock-watches to distin- 
guish them from repeating watches 
that will strike only when actuated 
by pushing in the pendant or push- 
ing a slide. 

These early table clocks are very 
rare today, although one does turn 
up occasionally. When one is found 
it is apt to be of the later vintage, 
or may even be a reproduction. An 
origina] will bring a high price. A 
good reproduction will not be cheap. 

From the small table clock, or 
watch-clock, the making of spring- 
powered time-pieces took off in two 
different directions. Some were made 
larger and became table, shelf, or 
mantel clocks. Others were made 
smaller to carry on the person and 
eventually became pocket watches. 

The first watches, as such, date 
from about 1550 or perhaps consi- 
derably earlier. The earliest ones 
were large and cumbersome and 
were carried on chains. It took a 
considerable period of time for them 
to be made small enough to carry 
in a pocket. 

These early ones were either oval 
in shape, or many-sided, and are 
often referred to as Nurnberg Eggs. 
Many of them were striking watches 
and the cases were elaborately 
pierced, partly for decoration, and 
partly to permit the strike to be 
heard. Somewhat later, watches 
were made in many forms such as 
the cross, the skull, the tulip, and 
so on in an almost endless variety. 

Both the early clocks and watches 
depended on the crown-wheel and 
verge type of escapement with the 
foliot, or oscillating bar, for a rather 
ineffectual control. The foliot was 
soon replaced by a balance wheel, 
which did not greatly ifMprove ac- 
curacy and made regulation more 
difficult. 

It has been said before that the 
crown-wheel and verge escapement 
can keep some semblance of accur- 
ate time when the mechanism is 
powered by the constant pull of 
weights on a rope or cord. With 
the introduction of the main spring 
for power, serious problems were 
immediately apparent. 

The pull of the weight is constant, 
whether it be up or down. The 
power exerted by a coiled main- 
spring is anything but constant. 

The greatest power is, of course, 
exerted when it is wound up to the 
full. Its power is greatly lessened 
when it nears the point of being run 
down. Between these two extremes 
there is a constant variation of the 
power. 

The crown-wheel and verge type 
of escapement is unable to control 
this variation in power and will run 
fast or slow in the same proportion 
as the power exerted by the main- 
spring. Because of this variation 
the performance of the earliest 
spring powered clocks and watches 
was extremely erratic. To correct 
this error, Jacob Zech, of Prague, 
invented the fusee, in 1525. 
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The fusee is a comparatively 
simple device which acts to equalize 
the power cf the mainspring. This 
device is illustrated in most books on 
old clocks and I will not attempt to 
describe it here. 

It is, however, interesting to note 
that the fusee is spoken of as the 
perfect invention. With no change 
in its principle, it has been used 
in millions of time-keeping devices 
and is still used in ships’ chrono- 
meters and in time-pieces where ex- 
treme accuracy is required. it was 
the first step in the effort to achieve 
greater accuracy in early time- 
pieces. 

The earlier fusee employed a gut 
cord to connect it to the mainspring. 
The fusee chain was invented in 
1590 and pretty much replaced the 
gut cord by 1600. 

It is easy to tell if the fusee was 
made for cord or chain. If it was 
made for a cord, the groove will be 
rounded at the bottom to fit the 
round cord; if for a chain, the groove 
will be channeled with a flat bot- 
tom. 

This is not an infallible rule for 
dating time-pieces. It was a simple 
job to cut out the channel for a flat 
chain. Furthermore, I have seen 
both clocks and watches dating from 
1750, or later, with the rounded 
grooves and equipped with gut cords. 

When we know the dates on which 
important inventions were made, 
and which caused great changes to 
be made in the design and construc- 
tion of time-pieces, it is very easy 
to jump to the conclusion that we 
can use this information for dating 
purposes. It is, however, only an in- 
dication, at best, and must be con- 
sidered along with many other fac- 
tors and indicators. 

There have been conversions

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CLOWN BANK 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


In every field of collecting there exists a general 
interest, with the majority of collectors, in the back- 
ground history of each of the individual items comprising 
the collection. Where was it made, by whom, when, why, 
and so on are some of the questions that too often 
remain unanswered. With certain types of collectibles 
this information is practically impossible to obtain, while 
with other types complete information is passed down 
over the years or can be ascertained with little effort. 
Research in any particular collecting field is, however, 
usually a persistent, time consuming proposition and 
often a matter of chance or luck, but in any case per- 
sistence greatly increases the percentage in favor of the 
researcher. Mechanical banks as collector’s items offer 
a very interesting, challenging problem to the collector 
who desires background information on his individual 
specimens. It is desirable to know as much as possible 
about each bank as it stimulates a person’s interest 
above and beyond the mere level of just forming an ac-

cumulation of intriguing toy animated savings devices. 
In most cases each of the known mechanical banks is 
an interesting item unto itself, with its attractive action, 
clever mechanism, and subject matter. However, when 
complete background data can be established there is 
no question as to the added interest plus the fact 
that the intrinsic and actual value of the respective bank 
is increased. 

Fortunately complete background information can 
be ascertained on many of the mechanical banks made 
in the United States. In numbers of cases this informa- 
tion even includes the original designer and patentee 
of the respective bank. Foreign mechanical banks have, 
however, posed a much greater problem in developing 
background history. Determination and persistence in 
research over a period of time has shed some light on 
a number of banks in this group and much more is known 
today than as recent as four or five years ago. A foreign 
bank, which until a few years ago fit into the unknown 
information category, is our choice as No. 95 in the 
numerical classification of mechanical banks. This bank 
is the Clown Bank and it is of English manufacture. 
The bank pictured was originally found by Bob and Mary 
Merritt of Merritt’s Antiques, Douglassville, Pa. They 
are well known, outstanding antique dealers and make 
frequent trips abroad to replenish their large representa- 
tive stock. On one of these trips a few years ago 
they attended a street market sale in Brighton, England, 
and purchased the Clown Bank at this sale. The bank 
was shipped to their shop along with other antiques and 
subsequently sold to an individual who eventually passed 
it alone to the present owner, L. C. Hegarty. 

Chamberlin & Hill, Ltd. manufactured the Clown 
Bank and it was carried in their line of specialty items 
as late as 1930. They also made the Little Moe Bank 
(Hobbies, August 1958), as well as the Jolly Nigger 
(With Fixed Eyes). The writer has an original catalog 
picture of the Clown Bank in color along with the com- 
plete description. It was originally sold as the Mechani- 
cal Clown Money Box and priced at 30 shilling per 
dozen. The catalog states that the bank was painted 
in brilliant colors and if preferred it could be supplied 
in pale blue where shown in red. This was merely 
a variation in the trim. However, it did offer prospec- 
tive buyers a choice. 

The bank shown is completely original with no 
repairs and in good paint condition. The overall bank 
is painted white. All the following parts are blue — 
the top of the peaked hat and rim, the ruffled part of 
the collar, the cuff on the sleeve, and the buttons down 
the front. The circular collar part next to the neck 
is yellow. The eyebrows are black and the tongue and 
lips red. The combination of colors does give a very 
bright attractive appearance to the bank. 

As to the operation, it is like most of the bust type 
of banks. A coin is placed in the extended right hand. 
When the lever located in the left rear shoulder is 
pressed the hand raises to the mouth and the coin slides

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therein. At the same time the tongue recedes and the 
eyes roll. Releasing the lever causes the respective parts 
to return to the position shown in the picture. 

In closing it is well to mention that there are a 
number of different type clown banks, however, there 
are only three known of the bust type. One is the bank 
under discussion and another is the Humpty-Dumpty. 
In spite of the fact that these two banks do not look 
alike there still exists the possibility of confusion. They 
are both clowns, they both have peaked hats, and they 
both have the same action. However, the Humpty- 
Dumpty has the name on the back of the bank and it 
is also considerably larger than the Clown Bank. 
The third bust type clown bank is the Bill E. Grin, but 
this is quite different than the other two and the name 
Bill E. Grin is across the front of the bank. Humpty- 
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DEATH OF DAVE HOLLANDER 

It is with sincere regret that we report the news 
of Mr. David Hollander’s untimely death on Monday, 
March 20th. Mr. Hollander was an outstanding antique 
dealer and handled many fine specialty collector’s items, 
including mechanical banks. He was very well known 
to all collectors of mechanical banks and handled the 
sale of the late Walter P. Chrysler collection in 1955. 

The writer remembers Dave from the -so-called 
pioneer days of mechanical bank collecting when he and 
his brother had an antique shop in the lower level 
of the Chrysler Building in the 1930’s. Dave was per- 
sonally responsible for adding many fine banks to the 
collection of Walter Chrysler and other leading collectors 
in that period. He remained currently active in the 
mechanical bank field all through the ensuing years

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Jaipur Enamels 
By GRACE KALER 
PART III — JEWELRY 


The love of ornament for personal 
adornment is a deeply rooted instinct 
which has expressed itself freely in 
all peoples. In Northern India enam- 
els have been employed for the en- 
richment of a great variety of orna- 
ments for personal adornment. No 
finer jewelry effects have been cre- 
ated than those of Jaipur enameling 
on gold. _ 

One of the most characteristic ex- 
amples of Jaipur jewelry is the kairi, 
or mango-shaped locket. These lock- 
ets or charms are used by the Hindus 
to contain attar of roses or other 
perfume, and by the Mohammedans 
to hold a small compass to indicate 
the direction of Mecca. Exquisite 
examples of enameled gold lockets 
were included in the catalog of the 
Jaipur Exhibition of 1883. 

At the beginning of the 14th cen- 
tury noblemen began to wear neck 
chains. By the close of the century 
enameled and jeweled plaques were 
added to the chains. 

Jaipur necklaces were usually a 
series of reversible gold plaques, 
joined by chains or links of gold, 
with the reverse side enriched with 
medallions of Pertabgarh or Rutlam 
enamels. Quaint figures cut out of 
gold were fused to a deep emerald 
green vitreous ground. The backs of 
plaques, pendants, and lockets were 
frequently enameled and set with 
diamonds, pearls, and other gems. 

Necklets, or hars, rosaries, and 
watch-chains of enameled balls were 
also made in Jaipur. 

The photographs of Jaipur enam- 
eled jewelry shown here are illus- 
trated from the collection assembled 
and published by Lieut.-Col. S. S. 
Jacob, Executive Engineer, Jaipur, 
in 1886. 

Designs of roses and lilies, with 
birds, have been skilfully applied to 
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Jaipur Enamels on Gold: Boss of Shield. Necklaces with Pendants. 





the plaques of necklace b. The colors 
are cream, blue, lavender, green, red, 
on gold ground. Bihari Singh was 
the enameler. Six months were re- 
quired to perfect the necklace, at a 
cost of 1,000 rupees. 

The shapes of the plaques in neck- 
laces c and d are of Tartar origin. 
These examples were enameled by 
Ram Marain. 

The name Tatars, or Tartars, was 
applied to people in parts of Asia 
and Europe under Mongol leadership 
in the 13th century. It is believed 
that a group of these people in 
Persia was the first to be known as 
Tatars. 

Several extraordinary examples of 
gold enamel pendants from Jaipur

can be seen in the Museum of Fine 
Arts, Boston. One 16th century ex- 
ample depicts 10 avatars of Vishnu 
—in colored enamels, rubies, emer- 
alds, and diamonds. 

A 16th or 17th century pendant, in 
the Cleveland Museum of Art, de- 
picts Krishna with two attendants; 
white, blue, lavender, green, and red 
enamel on gold ground. 

Interesting examples of old jewel- 
ry from India are shown in Orille 
B. Rhoades’ The World of Antique 
Arts. One particularly fine necklace 
comprises seven strands of pearls at- 
tached to two enameled gold plaques. 
The plaques are set with rubies, em- 
eralds, and rock crystals, 

Flowers represented in Jaipur 
enamels were the Rose, Lily, Lotus, 
Chrysanthemum Indicum (Chinese 
Aster), and Narcissus. The birds 
were the Peacock, Crane, Dove and 
Parrot. 

_The Tiger and the Licn were con- 
sidered proper terminations for In- 
dian swords. Shield bosses were elab- 
orately enameled. Each shield usually 
has four bosses, a side guard, and 
often a sun or a crescent on the 
front. 


The boss shown here (a), adorned 
with figures of elephants and mount- 
ed horsemen, exemplifies superla- 
tive skill. It is one of a set, which, 
with side guard and crescent, was 
enameled by Bihari Singh. Six 
months were required to complete 
the work, at a cost of 1500 rupees. 

Jaipur gold bracelets were usu- 
ally oval in section when made for 
Europeans. They were enameled as 
carefully on the inside as on the 
outer surface. 
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More elaborate and_ expensive 
were the enameled ornaments which 
were designed to be worn as brace- 
lets or as diadems on the turban. 
Several examples of these orna- 
ments, enameled by Ram Singh, are 
included in the Jacob collection. Ram 
Singh spent six months enameling 
a wrist ornament for the Maharaja 
of Jodhpur, at a cost of about 7,000 
rupees. 

Quite remarkable are _ severa! 
beautiful bracelets of European de- 
sign. These were included in the 
collection to show that Jaipur enam- 
eling was employed in the enrich- 
ment of ornaments other than those 
originating in India. 

Elaborate and elegant were the 


Jaipur enameled gold ornaments 
which were worn either as_ brace- 
lets or as anklets. In India only 
nobles and descendants of royalty 
were permitted to wear anklets of 
gold. 

These ornaments were usually 
quite plain and of considerable 
weight. On State occasions wealthy 
persons wore gold anklets_ richly 


enameled and studded with jewels. 
The ends of the bracelets some- 
times represented elephant heads. 
Others symbolized the head of the 
great Persian dragon Azhdar. Occa- 
sionally the forms of two cobras 
were coiled around each other. 
Existing examples indicate that 
the ancient Egyptians, Phoenicians, 
and Assyrians used enamels in the 
decoration of jewelry. The earliest 
use of really artistic ear-rings is 
believed to have been in Babylonia, 
and later in Assyria, where gentle- 
men wore them as a symbol of rank. 
Kings and nobles as well as sol- 
diers wore these accessories, usually 
pendants in the form of long pear- 
shaped drops or cones attached to 
a heavy ring or crescent> During 
the reigns of the later kings the 
pendants were often made in the 
form of a cross. 
The most popular 
were gold and silver. 
The Persians and the 
wore superb ear-rings. 
In Jaipur, elaborate ear-rings — 
some of them outlining practically 
the entire ear — with bell-shaped 
pendants, were elegantly enameled. 
In one example, the section outlin- 
ing the ear was set with baguette 
diamonds. Another unusual design 
was called machhi toli, or fish and 
parrot ear-ring.

Jaipur enamels are two _ exquisite 
epaulets of gold, enameled and 
adorned with gems. These were worn 
with robes of brocade or silk. One 
was enameled by Ram Singh, for 
the Maharaja of Jaipur, at a cost 
of 2,000 rupees. 

The other was enameled by Bihari 
Singh, for the Thakur of Digi, a 
Jaipur noble Because more colors 
were used, six firings were neces- 
sary. Four months were required to 
perfect this one niece. The cost 
of this item was 3,000 rupees, about 
$600 at the present rate of exchange. 

The hath-phul is an elaborate or- 
nament which is worn on the back 
of the hand. Rings on two fingers 
and a band around the wrist are 
attached, bv links of gold, to the 
ornament, thus holding it in place. 
In one example an ornate circular 
medallion, enameled and set with 
diamonds, adorns the back of the 
hand 

Uniaue ornaments ca'led_ jhala 
were worn over the side of the 
head with heavy. hollow, bell-shaped 
pendants, jhumka, suspended near 
the ears. Ram Singh enameled one 
of these ornaments, enriched with 
pearls and diamonds, for the Thakur 
of Pokaran, a Jaipur noble. 

Shown here is an arya, a neck or 
forehead ornament, of enameled gold. 
It is of regal design peculiar to 
Marwar (Jodhpur), a country in 
which many remains of ancient art 
and customs still exist. An example 
is the royal dance of Marwar, the 
ghanna, in which the _ performers 
move in circles. This dance was ob- 
served by Nicolo-a-Conti, a Venetian 
traveler, in the 15th century. 

The enameler, Bihari Singh, de- 
voted two years to perfecting this 


arya, which is set with pearls and 
diamonds. The enamel colors are 
deep red, blue, orange, and olive

Buttons

Goofies 
By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


Since their first appearance, in 
quantity, during the 1930’s, “Goo- 
fies” have steadily increased in 
popularity. Of all 20th century 
buttons, they are, perhaps, the most 
“modern” in concept and construc- 
tion; the most characteristic of the 
period that produced them. 

For buttons do reflect their times 
—the fashions and follies as well 
as some of the more practical as- 
pects. Consider the stark simplicity 
of bone buttons, made by simple 
people for use only. 


“Colonials” and other early but- 
tons combine strength with fine yet 
restrained decoration. Pewter but- 
tons, in shape and ornament, were 
suited to the moulds that made them, 
when stores were few and far be- 
tween, and travelling peddlers served 
town and countryside. 

The sturdy construction and clear- 
cut patterns of Uniform and Livery 
buttons reflect not only a desire for 
durability but an appreciation of fine 
design and workmanship. 

Black glass buttons remind us of 
the black silk and the formality of 
the Victorian era, while other but- 
tons of the same period mirror its 
love of richness and display. 

In the same way, Goofies are

characteristic of a light-hearted, 
even frivolous attitude which today 
goes hand-in-hand with the perils 
of an Atomic Age. Goofies are not 
well made, as buttons go; most of 
them are neither practical nor beau- 
tiful, nor enduring. But they are 
amusing and colorful; they catch the 
eye and hold it, if only for a short 
time; they are “cute;” they have a 
gay timeliness which cannot help but 
appeal to many collectors. 

The buttons illustrated are repre- 
sentative of different types, mater- 
ials, and colors. The top row in- 
cludes two non-Goofies: the “Flag 
and Eagle” designs, printed in color 
under high plastic domes. The other 
buttons in this row are (compara- 
tively) conventional. 

The second row presents animals: 
cat, lamb, poodle, squirrel, bull-dog, 
hound (“pluto”), spaniel, and deer, 
in a wide range of colors. 

The third row displays, in order, 
love-birds, rosebud, guns, duckpin, 
sabres, a turbaned head, and a swan. 

In the fourth row, the palette is 
“set” with appropriate dabs of paint; 
the colorful question mark, fly, leaf, 
and pear are in bright contrast to 
the peasant woman, rendered in 
black and white. The central but- 
ton is a two-piece box of transpar- 
ent plastic, containing a bunch of 
multicolored (fabric) flowers. 

The third button in the fifth row 
is an imitation Paperweight: a raised 
ship in natural colors under a plas- 
tic dome. 

In the sixth row, the first is 
a cross-section of plastic which 
gives a crystallized effect; the sec- 
ond a metal replica of an older 
design, applied to a plastic back- 
ground; the third made of plaster, 
shows a bird emerging from a hole 
in a tree-trunk; the fourth is a rose; 
and the fifth, a very well designed 
button which is not really “goofy” 
but deserves the more dignified name 
of “Modern Plastic.” 

The first button in the bottom 
row has a woven center, like a bit 
of chair-seat, with plastic border. 
The second and fourth are conven- 
tional shapes, included because their 
colors are unusual. In the center, 
a very red lobster is displayed in a 
deep white dish. The last button, 
like the one above it, is not truly 
“goofy,” consisting as it does of 
bits of broken abalone in a plastic 
setting. : 

I find, on re-reading this article, 
that I have badly overworked the 
words “color” and “colorful.” But 
they are the words which seem to 
best describe buttons of this type. 
Without their lush and delectable 
colors, Goofies would lose much of 
their appeal. 

I can only guess about the num- 
ber of colors, shades, and tints in 
which Goofies may be found — cer- 
tainly, not fewer than 30, and prob- 
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ably more. I have never tried to 
make up complete sets, so whether 
or not every design is to be found 
in every color, I cannot say. I 
am told that at least one design has 
been discovered in 16 different 
colors. 

I asked a friend who specializes 
in Goofies what it was about them 
that particularly appealed to her. 
Largely, she thought, it was their 
“true-to-life-ness” and the fascina- 
tion which attaches to any kind of 
miniature, combined with the some- 
times incongruous appearance of 
every-day objects and animals in 
gay and colorful guise. Then there 
is the constant expectation of dis- 
covering new sets, colors, and de- 
signs, and of wondering just how 
much “goofier” they can get! 

It is easy to understand the at- 
traction of Goofies — and to suc- 
cumb to it. Whether collected in 
sets or singles, whether referred to 
as “Goofies” or “Modern Plastics” 
or “Modern Realistic Buttons,’ they 
have their own unique (if slightly ri- 
diculous) charm.* 

“A Goofy by any other name is 
just as - goofy!”

green. Five firings were necessary 

to fuse the colors properly. 

The cost of. this splendid ornament 
was 12000 rupees, or slightly more 
than $2,500, at the current rate of 
exchange. The ornament was shown 
at a London exhibition in 1861. 

The sarpech is a forehead orna- 
ment which is worn on the front of 
the pagri, or turban. One example 
in gold was enameled by Bihari 
Singh, at a cost of 5,000 rupees. 
This piece was designed and created 
for the Maharana of Oodeypore. It 
is listed as Tin Kalangi Sarpech- 
forehead ornament with three 
plumes. 

The many ways in which Jaipur 
enamels were used on personal items 
are quite remarkable. Even tooth- 
picks were sometimes elaborately 
enameled. All of the finer examples 
of native jewelry were enameled on 
the back as well as on the edges 
and the front—either solid, or sur- 
rounding gems. 

_In the Jewelry section of the In- 
dian Museum at South Kensington, 
London, there are many specimens 
of enamel on gold, in addition to 
those in the Prince of Wales collec- 
tion.

The Mania For Curios Is Caustny A 
Shortage Of Favored Bibelots

Curios, those delightful, dust-cz tch- 
ing thingamajigs that used to inhabit 
Victorian whatnots, are once again 
collecting people. Banished to base- 
ments and junk shops in recent de- 
cades, items like ale shoes, hand cool- 
ers, scrimshaw busks and wooden 
whistles are now creeping back into 
contemporary rooms where, estab- 
lished on a shelf, they soon bewitch 
their proud possessors into buying 
more. The number of curiomaniacs, 
or people that curios attract, has 
been growing by leaps and bounds, 
and dealers are complaining of an 
actual shortage of good, off-beat 
items. 

“Curio,” of course, is short for 
“curiosity” and, although most ad- 
dicts feel that the word adequately 
describes the object of their affec- 
tion, there is some disagreement 
about it in the trade. It makes fan- 
cier dealers fairly shudder. 

“When I hear ‘curio’ I think of 
garters, dead starfish, and cockeyed 
dolls,” says Ralph M. Chait, a past 
president of the New York Antique 
and Art Dealers Association. “We 
prefer the term ‘cabinet piece’ to des- 
ignate a beautiful object that is pri- 
marily for display on a cabinet shelf 
and can be cherished as a treasure.” 

Whether the objects are curios or 
cabinet pieces, the current fever for 
collecting them has inevitably result- 
ed in a revival of that piece of fur- 
niture known in Victorian days as 
the “whatnot,” which is used to house 
them. 

In practice, cabinet pieces (as op- 
posed to curios) mean things like 
Chinese porcelains, jeweled Fabergé 
eggs, jade figurines, and musical 
watches, which, although all have 
curiosity value, are also objets d’art 
and far out of reach of the average 
buyer. But dealers in plainer items, 
such as milk glass doorknobs, mourn- 
ing rings and the like, do not seem 
to mind calling them curios at all. 
Among this group there is general 
agreement to qualify as a curio an 
object should be: (a) unique, odd, 
or handsome enough to have display 
value; (b) of a size suitable for shelf 
or cabinet display; (c) no longer 
valued for its use, if indeed it ever 


was. 

The true curio fan has a magpie 
mind and a love of miscellany. He is 
likely to acquire, on impulse, what- 
ever happens to tickle his fancy, as 
distinct from those collectors who 
specialize in certain categories. Mem- 
bers of the latter group are more 
likely to hunt, say, fetish or symbolic 
items (replicas of hands and feet,

Eisenhower Gifts 
At Smithsonian 


Three of the royal gifts received 
by President Eisenhower from for- 
eign heads of state, and presented 
by the President to the Smithsonian 
Institution, have been placed on ex- 
hibit in the Arts and Industries 
Building of the United States Na- 
tional Museum. 

One gift is from His Majesty 
Bhumibol Adubjadig of Thailand, 
who, on the oceasion of his visit in 
June, 1960, presented President Ei- 
senhower with a carved teakwood 
elephant 5 feet high, bearing three 
riders, as “a symbol of the solidari- 
ty and strength of our friendship 
for the United States of America.” 
The elephant, which plays a sym- 
bolic role in the culture of both 
nations, is encrusted with gold, and 
its tusks are of ivory. 

Another gift is an Iranian desk 
and desk set, given President Eisen- 
hower by the Shah of Iran on the 
oceasion of the President’s visit to 
Iran in 1959. The desk, made by 
skilled craftsmen during the reign 
of Reza Shah, founder of the Pah- 
lavi Dynasty, and father of the pres- 
ent Shah, was used by both rulers 
and was exhibited at the Brussels 
International Exhibition in 1958, be- 
fore presentation to the President 
of the United States. The entire 
surface of the wood is inlaid with 
very minute pieces of ivory, shell, 
gold, ete., in an extremely intricate 
pattern featuring a design lof two 
roosters, a snake charming a small 
bird, and flowers in many subdued 
colors. 

The third gift is an example of 
traditional carving in sandalwood 
and ivory showing the clash of two 
chariots and their riders, depicting 
a scene from the Indian epic, the 
Mahabharata. The carving, which 
measures 4 by 8 feet at the base 
and 3 feet in height, is mounted on 
an ornately carved base. The carv- 
ing was presented to President Ei- 
senhower by Dr. Rajendra Prasad, 
President of India, on the occasion 
of the President’s visit to India in 
1959. 

The Smithsonian’s Arts and In- 
dustries Building, at 9th and Jeffer- 
son Drive on the Mall in Washing- 
ton, is open daily from 9:00 to 4:30.

On July 8 this year Stone House 
Day will be held in honor of the 
historic town of Hurley, N. Y., which, 
this 1961, is 300 years old. Once 
known as Niew Dorp, Hurley was 
founded in 1661 by 15 Dutch and 
Huguenot families.

In 1801 the Reformed church was 
built of limestone.

The Col. Gerardus house 
is the birthplace of the famous 
negro evangelist, Sojourner Truth, 
in 1775. The Spy House was built 
by Du Mond in 1745, and a British 
spy was confined there until iiis 
death. 

Open, too, will be the tavern -where 
General Washington was_ given 
public reception; the Wynkoop place, 
famous for its 1663 fireplaces and 
massive, hand-hewn beams; and the 
“Nieukirk Place” with its original 
1769 Dutch tiles facing the fireplace. 

Hurley is on Route 209. The exit 
is 19 N.Y.S Thruway. Reverend 
Harold F. Schadewald is the minister 
of the Reformed Church, and Mrs 
Joseph Kraniak is the _ publicity 
chairman for Stone House Day.

IMPROVEMENT IN. THE MANUFACTURE OF HOLLOW GLASSWARE. 





Specification forming part of Letters Patent No. 34,345, dated February 11, 1802. 


Zo all whom it may concern: 

Be it known that we, J.S. ATTERBURY, T. B. 
ATTERBURY, and JAMES REDDICK, all of Pitts- 
burg, in the county of Allegheny and State of 
Pennsylvania, have invented a new and use- 
ful Improvement in the Process of Manufac- 
turlog Hollow Glassware; and we do hereby 
declare that the following isa full, clear, and 
exact description of the same, reference be- 
ing had to the accompanying drawings, form- 
ing part of this specifivation, in which— 

Figure 1is a side elevation of alamp “peg” 
or bowl manufactured according to our in- 
vention. Fig. 2 is a perspective view of a 
mold whiclf we use in the manufacture of the 
improved hollow glassware. Fig. 3 is a ver- 
tical section of the mold with a lamp peg or 
bowl molded and blown in it. Fig.4 isa sec- 
tion of the lower portion of the mold. Fig. 
5 is an inside view of the upper portion of 
the mold. 

Similar letters of reference in each of the 
several figures indicate corresponding parts. 

The nature of our invention consists in the 
manufacture of lamp pegs or bowls and va- 
rious descriptions of hollow glassware, with 
ornamental designs or figures intermediate 
between inner and outer plain surfaces of the 
glass of which the articles are composed. 
The manufacture of hollow glassware in this 
manner is very important, as both tho inner 
and outer surfaces thereof are plaiu and 
smooth, and no chance exists for dirt to fill 
in the ornaments, nor of the fluid in the ves- 
sels destroying the effect of the ornaments 
upon the eye, and thérefore articles which 
are wore ornamental and less difficult tocleau 
are produced, and that, too, at less expense 
than the common articles which are manu- 
factured with ornaments exposed to the fluid 
and dirt. 

The objections to articles which have the 
ornamental designs either on the outer or in- 
ner, surface of the glass are these: When the 
figuresordesigusareon the innersurface of the 
glass, the oil or other liquid comes in contact 
with the design and obscures it to such an 
extent that very little reflection or appear- 
ance of ornaments is perceptible to the eye, 
and when the ornaments aro on the outer sur- 
face of the glass articles dirt collects upon 
duced by a combinatien of the molding and 
b‘owing processes. 

Instead of using the top section of the 
inold to blow the upper minor portion of the 
lamp bowl or peg, the blower may, after the 
lower major portion is molded and the design 
impressed upon it, gather up some glass on 
the endof his blosv-pipe and adjust the same 
over the said portion of the lamp bowl or peg 

and blow the coating of glass over the orna- 
inental design, and then take the major por- 
tion of the lamp bowl or peg out of the mold 
and finish upon it the upper minor portion in 
the old way—to wit, by warming the upper flar- 
ing edgein the fire and manipulating the glass 
with “shears” or proper tools until the upper 
partof the lamp-bow] is shaped and finished. 
‘This method produces the same result— 
viz., the manufacture of hollow glass articles 
with the ornamental designs between inner 
and outer plain glass surfaces; but it is not 
as expeditious and cheap as the method in 
which the upper section of the mold is used. 

In this connection we will remark that the 
use of one portion of the mold for pressing 
and the other portion for blowing oneand the 
same article in is a novelty in the art of glass 
manufacture, whether the design orornaments 
be impressed on the outside or inside of hoi- 
low glassware, and whether the ornaments be 
coated or left exposed, the combination of 
the blowingand pressing or molding processes 
in this manner enabling us to make the arti- 
cles in glass much cheaper than heretofore. 

In the manufacture of open flaring-mouthed 
articles—such as tumblers—the same process 
may be followed in the coating over of the or- 





them and destroys their beauty, as well as in- 
creases the labor of cleaning them. 

To enable others skilled iu the art to prac- 
tice our invention, we will proceed to describa 
the method of performing it. 

To make a lamp bowl or peg, Fig. 1, the 
plain lower section A of the mold is brought 
into use. ‘This section is made of metal or 
other suitable material, and isin fori of the 
lower major portion A’ of the lamp peg‘or 
bowl.-. Melted glass is poured into said lower 
section, and a plunger corresponding in form 
to section A and having the desired orna- 
mental design @ cut upon its circumference 
is then forced down upon the glass, so as to 
give the general form to the ‘ower major por- 
tion of the lamp peg or bowl, and also to im- 
press the design d@ upon the inner surface of 
the giass. hus far the process is the same 
as that commonly practiced iu the manufac- 
ture of hollow glassware. 

In the next step of the process the upper 
section C C’ of a mold corresponding in form 
with the desired upper minor portion A? of the 
lamp peg or bowl is brought into use by being 
placed ontop of the lower section A. This 
section of the mold isalso made of metal and 
in two halves, which are hinged together, as 
shown, there being a central round hole e in 
the top. ‘he upperand lower sections of the 
mold are fitted snugly together by means of 
a shoulder J and flangec. ‘The blower then 
gathers up some glass and. brings it toa proper 
shape for the purpose intended by blowjng 
gently. This glass he properly adjusts, in a 
solid state to the interior of the mold by 
opening the upper section of the mold. All 
being ready the upper section is again closed 
and the blower blows throngh the pipe which 
enters the hole in the center of the top sec- 
tion, and thereby causes the glass last in- 
troduced to fuse and coat the inner impressed 
surface of the major portion of the lamp pog 
or bowl and’thus completely cover the orna- 
mental desiga d thereon, so as to leave the 
design between inner and outer plain glass 
surfaces ss. ‘The impressed surface being 
thus coated, the blower continues the blowing 
process until the top or‘minor portion of 
the lamp bowl or peg is blown upon the lower 
or major portion, and thus. the lamp is pro- 
naments; but these articles must be warmed 
over the fire and their mouths flared and fin- 
ished in the old way. 

As it is obvious that this process of orna- 
menting may be extended to all articles of 
hoilow glassware which combine in their pro- 
duction the molding and blowing processes, 
and also to various glass articles which obtain 
their general form in the mold and are then 
accurately shaped and finished by hand ma- 
nipulations, we do not confine ourselves to 
lamps and tumblers as herein named. 

What we claim as our invention, ané desire 
to secure by Letters Patent, is- 

1. The manufacture of lamp pegs or bowls 
and other descriptions of hollow glassware, 
with the ornamental designs or figures in- 
termediate the inner and outer plain sur- 
faces of the glass of which the articles ure 
composed, substantiaily in the manner de- 
scribed. 

2. While not claiming the plan of a mold 
made with a lower section and two upper sec- 
tions hinged together and to the lower sec- 
tion, we Co claim the performance within a 
sectional mold, such as we have shown, of the 
pressing and blowing processes successively in 
the production of one and the same hollow 
article of glassware, substantially as and for 
the purposes set forth.

Few people are as deserving of a 
conspicuous place in the hall of 
glass-ware fame as Thomas Bake- 
well Atterbury. (1) He had an out- 
standing record in the development 
and mass production of glass-ware 
in the White House Factory of At- 
terbury & Co., Pittsburgh, Pa., for 
over 30 years, beginning in the late 
1850’s. 

The ingenuity and resourcefulness 
of Thomas Atterbury are evidenced 
in part by 110 patents on glass and 
its manufacture that bear his name 
in the 35 years from 1862 to 1897. 
On most of these 71 inventions and 
39 designs, he was the sole patentee. 
On the others he was a joint pat- 
entee, usually with his brother, 
James Seaman Atterbury. 

Many of Atterbury’s early patents 
were assigned on issue to himself 
and his brother, whereas a few were 
assigned to other manufacturers. 
Occasionally the Atterburys were as- 
signees and probable manufacturers 
of glass articles patented by others. 

The first invention patent bearing 
the name of Thomas B. Atterbury, 
as a joint patentee, was issued Feb- 
ruary 11, 1862 as Patent No. 34,345. 
It relates to the manufacture of 
lamp bowls and other hollow glass- 
ware. It brought about a substan- 
tial reduction in production costs, 
according to the patentees. 

This invention made it possible 
to put ornamental designs between 
plain, smooth, inner and outer sur- 
faces. Thus “no chance exists for 
dirt to fill in the ornament, nor of 
the liquid in the vessel destroying 
the effect of the ornaments upon 
the eye.” See illustration. 

Three other invention patents to 
Thomas Atterbury et al in 1862 pro- 
vided significant improvements in 
technology: 

1. A method of pressing open work fig- 
ures such as flowers and shells in any 
colored glass, and then uniting the 
same to various glass-ware so as to 
have them stand in bas-relief. 

. A new manufacture to produce the ap- 
pearance of cut or ornamented pressed 
glass “while the surface is left smooth, 
so as to be readily cleaned, and while 
the strength of the ware is not essen- 
tially diminished.” 

3. The development of ‘hollow glass ar- 


ticles with open illuminated bas-relief 
work ... on the surface.”

Many of the early Atterbury in- 
vention patents relate to glass molds 
and the manufacture of hollow glass- 
ware. 

Three Atterbury inventions, 1868- 
1875, were notable innovations in 
the development of “pressed-and- 
blown” glass. These will be dis- 
cussed in a subsequent article. 

The first Design Patent by Thom- 
as Atterbury—No. 3,854, dated Feb- 
ruary 22, 1870—for which he has 
not received appropriate credit, is 
the well-known Drapery pattern. He 
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Fig. 1 is a side elevation of a lamp “peg” or bow! manufactured according to our 


invention. 


Fig. 2 is a perspective view of a mold which we use in the manufacture of the im- 


proved hollow glass-ware. 


Fig. 3 is a vertical section of the mold with a lamp peg or bowl molded and blown in it. 
Fig. 4 is a section of the lower portion of the mold. 
Fig. 5 is an inside view of the upper portion of the mold. 





described it as “a drapery or cur- 
tain which is formed “by dots or 
beads on the outside edge of the 
curtain, and the inside being com- 
posed of frosting, the same being 
hung with suitable tassels.” 

This patent was assigned on issue 
to William Doyle of Birmingham, 


a; 

Hence Ruth Webb Lee, in Early 
American Pressed Glass, attributed 
its manufacture to “Doyle and Com- 
pany,” and added: 

“Some fragments of it were found 
at Sandwich but not in sufficient 
quantity to be certain they pro- 
duced it.” 


The patent, however, expired in 
38% years. 

Other glassmakers may have pro- 
duced this attractive and popular 


pattern. It originally was called 
“Lace.” 
The 1871 catalog of Jeremiah 


Quinlan of New York, Manufac- 
turers of “all the leading Colognes 
and Toilet Articles,” lists two glass 
patterns as a sideline. Two pages 
were devoted to pictures of Doyle’s 
Lace (Drapery) pattern in 10 dif- 
ferent items. In addition to the 
eight items listed by Lee, Early 
American Pattern Glass, page 570,

there is pictured a %4-gallon pitcher 
and an 8-inch covered compote with 
a pine-cone finial. 

Four inventions of machinery for 
shaping and finishing glass-ware 
were patented in 1879 by Thomas 
Atterbury and Washington Beck. 

Thomas Atterbury had foresight 
as well as outstanding ability and 
capacity. His patents reveal that he 
anticipated new developments and 
the changing needs of this time. 

In 1879 he patented an improve- 
ment in underground electrical cir- 
cuit lines, using terra-cotta or baked 
clay casings and glass insulators. 
He stated in part that: 

“A demand is increasing in the larger 
cities in this country for some cheap and 
convenient method and means of laying 
electrical - circuit lines underground, in- 
stead of supporting them upon poles 
above ground, as has heretofore been 
almost the universal custom. The mul- 
titude of overhead lines (telephone, fire, 
and police lines) often interfere with 
each other, so that communication is 
often interrupted or transferred from one 
line to another.’”’ 

Imagine calling your doctor and 
getting a policeman!! 

Apparently the Atterburys fore- 
saw the possibilities in glass fabric, 
although they may have underesti- 
mated the difficulties and the de- 
cades before it would become a com- 
mercial success. “A woven fabric 
or cloth composed wholly of, or the 
principal parts of which are com- 
posed of spun glass” was patented 
in 1880 by Herman Hammesfhar 
and assigned on issue to the Atter- 
burys. 

Incidentally, 1880 was the last 
year in which the name of James 
S. Atterbury was noted on any 
patent. 

Ever in search of new products 
and new outlets for glass, Thomas 
Atterbury patented various indus- 
trial glass products in the 1880's, 
such as: 

1. A tile or shingle made of glass or 
other vitreous material that was said 
to be comparatively inexpensive and 
easy to apply. 

. Advertising signs made of one piece 
of glass, some “having impressed 
thereon an imitation of the package 
or article to be advertised.”’ 

. A specially designed glass bottle for 
fire extinguishing compounds. 

Most of Thomas Atterbury’s de- 
sign patents in the late 1880’s were 
for covered dishes with animal de- 
signs, probably best known of which 
is the Atterbury Duck, patented in 
March 1887. His early design pat- 
ents relate mainly to lamps (stands, 
bowls, and chimneys). 

Lamp production had been a large 
business from ancient times. Its hey- 
day was over, however, with the de- 
velopment of the incandescent lamp, 
and the rapid shift from liquid fuels 
to electricity for illumination. 

Although liquid fuel lamps had 
been his first love, it is apparent 
that Thomas Atterbury shifted his 
resources with shifting demands. In 
the early 1890’s he invented several 
devices for the manufacture of in- 
candescent lamps.

The Mortar 
and Pestle 


By HOWARD W. MORDUE 


The Mortar and Pestle, time-hon- 
ored symbols of the pharmacist, have 
an origin dating back before the 
time of recorded history. Their exact 
origin can only be a subject for con- 
jecture. However, many fine speci- 
mens of this interesting equipment 
have been found intact in Roman 
ruins as well as in prehistoric ruins. 

Long before pharmacy was even 
thought of, mortars and pestles found 
their use in maceration of grains. 
People of cultures other than our 
own still use them today. As close 
as our near southwest the Indians, 
of the area there and in nearby Mex- 
ico, use our subject extensively. 

Mortars are made of most every 
conceivable substance. In Mexico the 
popular substance is lava rock. The 
mortars and pestles made of it are 
1? attractive, graceful, and color- 
ul. 

Other rock-type substances include 
marble, also the more popular and 
still obtainable Wedgwood mortars 
that were originated by Josiah '‘Wedg- 
wood in England during the last 
century. 

Mortars and pestles of almost 
every conceivable alloy have been 
made over the centuries. Most pop- 
ular of the metal forms is brass. 

Many of the most attractive and 
graceful mortars were made by Dutch 
artisans in the 14th and 17th centu- 





1895, at the age of 64, whereas his 
brother James passed away several 
years earlier, according to Robert 
Van Deventer, HOBBIES, January, 
1941, page 57. At first it seemed 
that the last patent issued to Thom- 
as Atterbury was in 1893 but the 
records reveal that a patent was 
issued in his name in January, 1897, 
for the manufacture of an incandes- 
cent electric lamp, a patent he had 
applied for in December, 1894. (2) 


What happened to the Atterbury 
Company on Carson Street in Pitts- 
burgh, I have been unable to ascer- 
tain. Perhaps someone around Pitts- 
burgh, where information may be 
available, will be inspired to pre- 
pare and publish a full account of 
the noteworthy Atterbury glassmakers,

ries. In relief, encircling these mor- 
tars, is offtimes the name of the 
producer and the date of production. 

Fine mortars of this type are very 
hard to procure and are seen mainly 
in museums. French, Spanish, and 
English mortars of the same era are 
not quite as well done artistically, 
and, from my observation, do not 
have as much copper in their make- 
up. 

Glass over the recent centuries has 
been a most popular material for 
making mortars and pestles. Its pop- 
ularity is second oniy to Wedgwood 
in use in pharmacies of today. 


The reason for this is two-fold. 
First and foremost is the fact that 
the medicaments being mixed do not 
react chemically with glass or Wedg- 
wood. Secondly, it is easier to form 
an emulsion, if one is called for, in 
a Wedgwood mortar. 

In days past, many formulae in- 
sisted on iron mortars due to the 
fact that they did react chemically 
with the ingredients mixed in them. 


The mortar and pestle in recent 
centuries has been used extensively 
to identify the pharmacy in Anglo- 
Saxon countries. Over many door- 
ways of. yesterday hung mortars 
carved of wood, or made of brass or 
pewter inset with varicolored glass 
prisms to identify the apothecary 
shop long gone from the American 
scene, but not forgotten.

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A California Glass Collection* 


By THELMA SHULL 


Collecting antiques is one of the 
happiest ways to spend one’s leisure 
time, and any dyed-in-the-wool col- 
lector will be glad to verify this 
statement. Among those who enjoy 
their hobby thoroughly are Mr. and 
Mrs. O. J. Shelton of California. 

Although for a long time Mrs. 
Shelton was interested in Haviland 
china and in glass, her husband was 
indifferent to her hobby. However, 
he followed her into antique shops 
as they traveled from city to city. 

Finally he became fascinated with 
colored glass and then developed an 
absorbing interest in the finer piec- 
es of art glass. As his interest grew 
in scope, his studies of the pieces 
increased; and he purchased exam- 
ples to compare and evaluate. 

Hand-painting on fine china is 
Mrs. Shelton’s chief interest at pres- 
ent; but Mr. Shelton likes old glass, 
and particularly blown and colored 
glass. Many china cabinets and what- 
not shelves in their home are filled 
with beautiful examples of Cameo 
glass, Peachblow, Burmese, Amberi- 
na, Agata, Mary Gregory, Pomona, 
Satin glass ete. 

In this comprehensive collection 
there are a water pitcher and match- 
ing tumblers in Wheeling Peachblow, 
two water sets in the rare Burmese 
giass, and one in Herringbone Moth- 
er-of-Pearl Satin glass. Two others 
are in Diamond Quilted and one is 
in Raindrop pattern Mother-of-Pearl] 
with rainbow coloring. Another com- 
plete water set is in New England 
Peachblow, and one is the unusually 
attractive Agata. 


The Satin glass collection embrac- 
es a variety of colors in both the 
soft, satiny finish, and the sparkling 
Mother-of-Pearl. There are examples 
in pink, blue, white, yellow, bitter- 
sweet or orange, apricot, raspberry, 
and rainbow tints. 

A_ perfume bottle in raspberry red 
Mother-of-Pearl is bulbous. It has 
a Gorham sterling silver top. 


Mr. Shelton has seven examples 
of plated Amberina. They include 
a ribbed vase with flaring top, tum- 
blers, and both punch cups and tall 
handled lemonade cups. 


In Mary Gregory glass he has an 
Amberina pitcher with ribbed, ap- 


plied feet. The top is shaped sim-- 


ilar to a horn-of-plenty. There are 
also tumblers and other small pieces 
in clear and colored Mary Gregory, 
including one pink tumbler in opal- 
escent cased glass. 

The Coralene glass has gold pat- 
terns raised on the sides. Some have 
the plain Satin finish, others the 


lustrous background of Mother-of- 
Pearl. 


The metallic looking patterns are 
usually in the Seaweed design. Mr. 
Shelton has two different versions 
of the Seaweed. There is also one 


vase decorated with the Wheat pat- 
tern. 

Probably the prize piece of the 
entire collection, if one can single 
out any example from such an ex- 
tensive grouv of choice items, is a 
large oval bowl. It is made in three 
layers of glass, with a ton rope edge 
or a collar in opalescent glass. amber 
diamond quilted Mother - of - Pearl 
sides, and dark green applied feet. 

The sides of the bowl are em- 
bellished with large applied ripe-red 
glass strawberries. This is an un- 
usually large piece measuring six 
inches high, six inches wide, and 10 
inches long. 

Millefiori glass is represented by 
a dark red pigeon blood tumbler with 
cross-section slices of colored canes 
embedded in the sides of the glass. 

There are two pieces in Filigree 
glass, a tumbler with slightly frost- 
ed finish, and a beautiful small bowl 
with the variegated stripes, set in 
svarkling clear glass, running up the 
sides. 

A number of Tiffany pieces in- 
clude some having the original paper 
label still adhering to the glass, as 
well as being marked on the base in 
the customary manner. 

The very scarce pink opaque or 
milk glass has been sought and 
found, to be added to the other excel- 
lent examples of beauty. It is a large 
berry bowl and seven matching 
sauce dishes; also one tumbler in 
the inverted Plume or Scroll pat- 
tern. 

This glass shades from a_ light 
pink around the sides to a deeper 
color around the top edge. The bowl 
and sauce dishes are footed. 

The Cameo collection includes a 
pair of matching miniature vases 
signed Gauthier. Dark red-orange or 
cinnamon tones predominate. 


Le Gras is the mark on a square 
shaped vase about five inches high 
with a snow scene deftly carved 
around the sides. The colors are soft 
yellow and amber combined with 
white. There is a river. Houses are 
in the distance. Snow is over all. It 
is like a beautiful Christmas card 
bringing pleasant memories of a 
snow-bound New England wonder- 
land. 


In this collection is also signed 
Cameo glass by Webb, Stevens and 
Williams, Galle, and De Vez. The 
Sheltons recall that on one trip some 
vears ago they drove for several 
days and found only one piece suit- 
able to add to their collection. This 
was a large bulbous vase signed by 
Galle. It proved to be worth the 
trip forit is a lovely example of fine 
glass in shades of lavender and pur- 
ple with the Wisteria vine entwined 
around the sides. 


Another Galle vase is tall and slen- 
der and has red roses and buds 
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around the sides against a frosted 
white background. Mr. Shelton is 
justly proud of his Cameo swan’s 
head perfume bottle with a sterling 
silver ring and cap. 

The beautiful Peachblow group in- 
cludes examples made at the New 
England glass factory, at Mt. Wash- 
ington, at Sandwich, at Wheeling, 
and in England by Thomas Webb & 
Sons. On a tall Burmese pitcher is 
lettered by hand the words: 

The cowslip is a country wench 

The violet is a nun, 

But I will woo the dainty rose 

The queen of everyone. 


In the shining Wheeling Peach- 
blow Mr. Shelton has five different 
“Morgan” vases, a bulbous water 
pitcher, a cream pitcher, vinegar 
cruet, and various other pieces. 

Pomona glass is well represented 
by a number of patterns. These in- 
clude the Pansy and Butterfly, But- 
terfly and Wheat, Leaf, Blueberry, 
Rivulet, and Cornflower, as well as 
the undecorated. 

An unusual method of hunting, 
used by the Basque peoples of Eu- 
rope in a region near the French 
and Spanish border, is pictured on 
a tall vase 17 inches high of Royal 
Flemish glass made by the Mt. Wash- 
ington glass factory. 

The picture on the vase depicts 
birds flying against nets. A limited 
number of Basque homesteads have 
been given government permission 
for generations to stretch large nets 
from tree to tree or between high 
cliffs to catch wild pigeons as they 
fly south to the Mediterranean. 

The Mt. Washington factory made 
Royal Flemish glass as early as 1889. 
It is interesting to note that this un- 
usual Basque hunting method was 
noted by an American glass factory. 

Royal Flemish glass was probably 
not too popular with the public when 
it was first marketed because not 
much of it is found today. 

Many of the finest pieces in this 
vast collection were obtained through 
ads appearing in HOBBIES. This 
arm chair traveling is pleasant and 
easy. It creates a great deal of ex- 
citement for everyone when a pack- 
age arrives with its choice item in- 
side. 

To a student of old American glass- 
ware, these fine examples are lit- 
erally a treasure trove to study and 
enjoy, but their lustrous beauty can 
be appreciated by anyone who likes 
to surround himself, and enrich his 
home, with lovely colors.

Mr. Shelton had won champion- 
ships all over the nation and three 
World’s Fair championships for his 
prize turkeys. He was an American 
Poultry Association judge and was 
active in many local, state and na- 
tional organizations in the turkey 
industry.

WASHINGTON 


The 4-cent Kansas Statehood Cen- 
tennial commemorative stamp, to 
be first placed on sale May 10, 
1961, at Council Grove, Kans., will 
be produced on the Giori press, and 
will be printed on yellow paper to 
permit multi-color printing in a 
single run through the press, ac- 
cording to Postmaster General J. 
Edward Day. 

The stamp is based on a design 
submitted seven years ago by the 
Eureka Specialty Printing Company 
of Scranton, Pa., for the Kansas 
Territorial centenary, and has been 
modified by artists at the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing in Wash- 
ington to relate to the Statehood 
celebration. 

Featured to the left of the design 
will be a large sunflower, the State 
flower of Kansas. 

There will be 100,000,000 of these 
stamps, printed on the Giori press 
as noted, in panes of fifty. 

Collectors desiring first day cancella- 
tions of the 4-cent Kansas Statehood 
Centennial commemorative stamp may 
send addressed envelopes, together with 
remittance to cover the cost of the 
stamps to be affixed, to the Postmaster, 
Council Grove, Kans. Each envelope must 
be marked, in pencil, in the upper right 
corner indicating the number of stamps 
to be affixed (singles, pairs, blocks, 
etc.). 

An enclosure of medium weight should 
be placed in each envelope and the flap 
either turned in or sealed. The outside 
envelope to the Postmaster should be 
clearly marked ‘‘First Day Covers Kan- 
sas Statehood Stamp.’’ Collectors are 
cautioned that orders for first day cov- 
ers must not include requests for un- 
canceled stamps. 

In accordance with the previously an- 
nounced policy, outer envelopes’ or 
wrappers containing requests for first 
day covers must be postmarked before 
midnight five Gays in advance of the 
issuance date. The Kansas Centennial 
first day cover requests must, therefore, 
be postmarked before midnight May 5, 


1961. Requests postmarked after that 
date will be returned unserviced.

Plates 26913, 26914, 26915 and 
26916 were assigned for the print- 
ing of the 4-cent Fort Sumter “Civil 
War Centennial” commemorative 
stamp, which was scheduled for re- 
arc April 12, 1961, at Charleston, 
S. C.

postage stamp series. 
Plates canceled during February 


included the %4-cent denomination

1887-1950 








For the first time in history the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture is 
this year omitting “number of horses 
on farms,” from its census estimates. 
Thus the agricultural world of 
Americana comes to an end, and a 
new world of agriculture has fully 
arrived. 

We leave to future history the 
analysis of what the shift to ma- 
chines may do, and is doing to the 
minds of men. We know the mental 
impact is great and will be great. 
The horse might be called the high 
priest of individual freedom and that 
sacred institution of Americana 
known as “individual initiative.” 

The family raised the horse from 
a colt on their own farm, and fed 
it on feeds produced by themselves 
on that farm. That horse became a 
personal, flexible power unit to be 
used for many purposes by the fam- 
ily. It did not come from a factory 
far away, made from materials found 
far from the factory, nor use fuel 
from far away in some other direc- 
tion, and serviced by men and ma- 
chine from elsewhere. 

The minds of men are fitting them- 
selves into a new pattern of social 
and mechanical interdependence. They 
are drifting farther and farther 
away from “individual initiative.” 
We hope that scholars of the future 
will grasp the basic mental change 
that has taken place. 


—-o— 


In talking with several people 
recently, we have found that the 
world “inflation” has a rather shado- 
wy and uncertain meaning. Most of 
them associate the word somehow 
with “increasing prices,” but with- 
out real punch to it. 

We find much more understand- 
ing when the matter is stated, “What 
will your savings of the past buy 
today?,” or “What will your sav- 
ings of today buy in some rainy day 
in the future?” 

The large increase in savings ac- 
counts shows that the American peo- 
ple still believe in the old principle 
of “saving.” For their future pro- 
tection it is time we swapped off 
the word “inflation” for language 
with more meaning to them. 


In our boom decade of the 50’s 
we have had a population increase 
of about 20%. One hundred years 
ago our country with much good un- 
settled land had added about 36% 
to its population during the decade 
of the 50’s. This was largely a great 
influx of labor without capital of its 
own that gave much more emphasis 
to the “slavery” issue of that day. 

Fifty years ago we had a popula- 
tion gain of 21% for the decade, with 
much good food growing land yet to 
be developed. During the “Roaring 
Twenties” boom decade we added 
16% to our population with much 
food left to spare. This population 
increase fell to 744% during the long 
depression of the 30’s. 

America has a tremendous back- 
ground of free land and surplus food. 
We are perhaps ill prepared for the 
world wide population explosion of 
today. aS 

Africa as a continent is now go- 
ing through its juvenile “‘grab it 
and gimme” stage. That will prob- 
ably set it back for several years 
during transition. After they seem 
to make rapid progress simply by 
steering the investments of foreign 
investors Africans may wait with 
open mouths for something more to 
drop into them. Perhaps competi- 
tive bidding by Russia and the U.S.A. 
may keep on long enough to still 
cloud the African mind as to what 
is “good business.” 

But, sooner or later the new coun- 
tries will slowly learn the pains but 
rewards of “waiting power” and 
will begin to build on a more secure 
foundation. 

Do you want to bet on whether it 
will require one decade, or three or 
five for Africa to show real prog- 
ress along such lines. 

—-—-o-— 

Americana imagined locking the 
stable door after the horse was 
stolen. Now we find some trying to 
lock the door of Ft. Knox after the 
gold is stolen. Or rather, shall we 
say, locking the financial door after 
the value of the dollar is stolen. 

Americana was much more prac- 
tical about the value of money, back 
in the days of swapping this for 
that. Dollars were “worth” what 
they could be traded for. 


To paraphrase Lincoln, we might 
say, you can fool some of the people 
all of the time, and all of the people 
some of the time, but you can not 
fool the whole world on what the 
dollar is “worth” in gold.

In the “Melting Pot” of Amer- 
icana perhaps no one building stands 
out as a national shrine more than 
Hull House, the institution made fa- 
mous by the great Jane Addams. Re- 
cently the great bulldozers of City 
Slum Reclamation stood facing it, 
trying to decide whether or not to 
smash it into rubble as they had 
surrounding buildings, For a while 
Hull House seemed doomed. Then 
America came awake and pressure 
began to be felt. Today it seems Hull 
House will somehow be preserved as 
part of the site of the new Chicago 
campus of the University of IIli- 
nois. 

Several years ago, on our first trip 
to Chicago, we were taken to Hull 
House, and were shown into the stu- 
dy-office of the quiet, cordial Jane 
Addams, On our way up Halsted 
street we overheard people speak- 
ing in many strange foreign lan- 
guages. Some were dressed in rather 
strange clothing. The store windows 
we passed showed strange arrays of 
cheeses we had never seen, strange, 
dangling dried and smoked meats 
and fish. We seemed to have stepped 
outside of America. 

Today we pretend that we walk 
down Halsted street, and other city 
streets with Jane Addams and show 
her how the great “Melting Pot” of 
America has obliterated the ‘“for- 
eign” languages and “foreign” offer- 
ings. The transformation into homo- 
geneous population is nearly 100% 
in Chicago, and in most of the other 
cities of America. 

In the world today rapid transpor- 
tation and rapid handling of infor- 
mation has brought the whole world 
face to face. The “Melting Pot” of 
the entire world is beginning to bub- 
ble. There will be suspicion, there 
will be strife, as there was in the 
cities of early Americana. The world 
is in need of a super Hull House 
to help guide it toward mutual un- 
derstanding.

‘pound” mills (called that because they 
held a pound of coffee), the small wood- 
en ‘‘knee” mills (called that because you 
held them between your knees when you 
ground the coffee), and including several 
“wall’’ mills, called that because they 
were fastened to the wall of the kitchen. 
One of them is a small metal green mill 
that came to this country following the 
potato famine in Ireland in the early 
1840's. It was explained to me that the 
reason the mill was so small, only hold- 
ing a small handful of coffee, was that 
some of the Irish at that time were in 
some sort of recession and had very little 
money. Maybe they made a quarter a 
day and maybe they didn’t make that 
much. Consequently, when they bought 
coffee, at six cents a pound, green, then 
roasted it themselves, (it was cheaper 
that way) they would only have a penny 
or two to buy coffee, hence the reason 
for not needing a large mill. 

[ have started a post card collection, 
getting cards from over the world, as 
well as this country. It is fascinating. 

Also, have started a collection of old 
time oil lamps, going back to the 1870's.

How to Sell a 
Coin Collection 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


For some time I have wanted to 
write about the sale of coins—how 
to go about it and get what they 
are worth, A reader of my column 
wanted to know what a_ widow 
should do to sell a coin collection. 
This is a very difficult problem to 
one inexperienced. 

How to go about it will depend 
upon the value of the collection. If 
it is a matter of a few hundred dol- 
lars, an outright sale would be the 
best. If it is a collection running in 
excess of several thousand dollars 
the story is entirely different. 

In the first place, every collector 
should make arrangements for. the 
sale of his collection while he is 
still collecting. He would then have 
dealt with most all large dealers 
and could form an opinion as to 
whom he would trust his collection, 
and whom he would not. 

This information should be passed 
on to his heirs. The sale of a col- 
lection of size has to depend upon 
the absolute trust in the dealer pur- 
chasing it or handling its sale. 

There are many honest dealers in 
the country, but there are a few 
others who will use all kinds of 
slick tricks to get the most for the 
least amount of money. 

When death occurs the first step 
is that the collection will have to 
be appraised for both state and fed- 
eral inheritance taxes. 

Appraisals can be done on both 
a low wholesale, or a high retail 
valuation, Expert appraisers should 
give both the wholesale and retail 
valuation. For inheritance tax pur- 
poses a figure between the two 
should be used, 

It is not advisable to keep the ap- 
praisal valuations too low for this 
purpose, for when the collection is 
sold there would then be a much 
higher capital gains tax which would 
cost more than paying a higher in- 
heritance tax. 

The choice of an appraiser is very 
important. Get the best, most im- 
portant, and to your’ knowledge, 
most honest. 

Pay his fee rather than accept a 
free appraisal. This keeps you from 
being obligated to any one person 
in the event of sale, and should get 
you a better appraisal. There is a 
great temptation for some to keep 
values down low on a free appraisal 
with the eye to purchasing the ccl- 
lection. 


Next we come to the manner of 


- selling, whether outright for cash 


or at Auction. If sold outright, one 
should expect to receive between 50% 
and 70% of the retail sales value. 


This does not mean the Guide 
Book or catalog value, but the amount 
the coins would actually sell for. 
This will vary considerably from 
Guide Book prices depending upon 
what the material is. 

Proofs and key rarities usually 
retail for as much as full Guide 
Book prices, and in many instances 
considerably ‘above these valuations. 
For extreme rarities in great de- 
mand these pieces could go at two, 
three, and even 10 times catalog 
value. 

Circulated coins or the more com- 
mon variety, even ordinary uncir- 
culated coins rarely sell up to Guide 
Book valuations. Usually they sell 
at from 20% to 40% under them. 

The discount paid off of retail 
values of 50% to 70% depends upon 
the type of material the collection 
contains, and the amount of work 
involved in selling the material. One 
must always remember that a deal- 
er is in business to earn his living 
and is entitled to his profits for 
his efforts. 

Now we come to selling at Auction. 
This is the manner in which all of 
the leading collections are sold. It 
has advantages and disadvantages. 
While cash advances on a consign- 
ment can usually be gotten, the final 
settlement is usually slower than a 
cash sale due to the length of time 
it takes to handle the sale. 


The advantages are first that the 
Auctioneer is very anxious to rea- 
lize as much as possible for the col- 
lection, The more he can realize the 
more his commission will be. He will 
catalog the coins to their best ad- 
vantage, and hidden or unknown 
rarities which otherwise might not 
be mentioned in an outright sale, 
will be featured in order to get the 
most for the collection. 

Surprises also occur which even 
conscientious dealers might not ex- 
pect when purchasing outright. I 
had an instance recently where a 
coin which a dealer would normally 
purchase for full Guide Book price, 
suspecting it would sell for consider- 
ably more, sold at Auction for three 
times Guide Book price! 


‘Other advantages of the Auction 
method include a complete published 
and printed record in the catalog of 
the collection. Also a complete print- 
ed, priced, list is made of what the 
collection brought for every lot. And 
lastly, when desired, the name of the 
collector is published in conjunction 
with the sale of the collection, credit- 
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ing him for his efforts in compil- 
ing it. 

The Auction method does take time. 
It will take the cataloger about a 
month to prepare the catalog. A 
month should be allowed to let the 
printer print it and get it into the 
mail. Then four to six weeks should 
be allowed for the collectors and deal- 
ers to send in their bids. 

At the termination of the sale, 
another month should be allowed for 
payments to come on the lots sold. 
So one should have settlement in 
full 30 days after the termination 


-of the Auction sale. 


The fee an Auctioneer gets for 
this service ranges between 15% and 
20% of the prices realized and should 
include all costs, insurance, adver- 
tising, printing, etc. 

Insofar as one must wait six 
months after appraisal for inheri- 
tance tax purposes in order to have 
the profit from the sale come under 
capital gains rather than income 
tax, the length of time the Auction 
method takes is no disadvantage. 

Inexperienced people sometime fear 
the Auction method, being afraid 
the coins will go for a price way 
below value. This is not the case. 

Auctioneers who run large, nation- 
wide sales cover the market so com- 
pletely, both as to dealers and col- 
lectors, there is little opportunity 
for any lot to go for a ridiculous 
price. Sometimes an unpopular item 
may sell at what appears to be quite 
cheap, but that would really be what 
it was worth, 

The best Auctions are those run 
by dealers who have specialized in 
this selling method for many years, 
for in so doing they have built up 
a clientele and a reputation which 
encourages good bidding. The best 
sales are those which are a combi- 
nation of mail bids, and then a pub- 
lic sale commenced with the high 
mail bid. This system brings the 
best prices, encourages competition, 
and the prices realized are publicly 
announced. 


Things to watch out for when sell- 
ing for cash, 

Downgrading. This is listing or 
grading a coin as inferior to what 
it actually is. I know of a collection 
of beautiful proofs that was pur- 
chased several years ago as “uncir- 
culated” by an unscrupulous deal- 
er. 

Disinterest. A common practice 
among “slickys” is to push the 
choice pieces aside, concentrate on 
a few common ones, pay a good price 
for these, and get the real rare coins 
for a song. 


Use Of Fear. (Many a gold coin 
has been purchased under threat of 
penalty to own, at as low as half 
face value, a law which is non-ex- 
istent. 


Omission. Lots of rare coins have

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Mail Bid Sales Only. They can’t 
possibly bring the prices a combined 
mail and floor bid sale could bring. 
They also contain no public record 
of what lots sold for. Coins could 
be bought in for a song at this 
type of sale. 

I know a collector who once rea- 
lized only $32 per twenty-dollar gold 


’ piece at one of these sales when 


the gold pieces should have sold for 
between $40 and $50 each. 

Local Club Auctions. These are 
honest sales but they do not have the 
number of bidders necessary to bring 
good prices, 


Part-time Auctioneers. They do 
not have the clientele or experience 
to do a good job on your collection. 
It takes many years experience to 
catalog correctly, buiid a reputation, 
and get lots of active bidding from 
both dealers and collectors. 


Choice of a Dealer To Buy Out- 
right Or Sell At Auction. Every 
dealer will tell you how great and 
honest he is. Some will knock their 
competitors (beware of these!) 

The best test if you don’t know 
any, is to check his references, his 
bank, and his Dun & Bradstreet 
ratings. Also get the names of half 
a dozen other collectors that have 
actually done business with him, and 
find out whether they were satisfied. 

It’s not very nice to consign a 
collection to a dealer for outright 
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sale or Auction, and have to wait 
and wait to get paid. If it’s a cash 
sale, don’t take it in installments; 
that can go on for years, the cream 
may then be gone and you may 
have to take back what’s left that 
the dealer couldn’t sell. 

Check the promptness with which 
your Auctioneer will pay. We know 
a collector that sold an $80,000 col- 
lection at Auction and had to travel 
700 miles each ‘month to get $10,000 
each trip when he should have been 
paid outright in 30 days.

Answer: 

The 1943 copper cent has been way 
over-popularized. ‘While there are 
around three genuine ones known, 
they are still in my opinion nothing 
more than a mint error of some in- 
terest. Some newspapers have listed 
them as being worth anywhere from 
$10,000 to $50,000, but none have 
ever been sold with the exception of 
one that sold last fall in an Auction 
sale in Texas, This is the only ac- 
tually recorded sale and this 1943 
copper cent sold for $700. To deter- 
mine the genuineness of yours a great 
deal of expert study will be neces-

The Missing 
Shakespeare 
Portrait 


By PAUL W. SCHMIDTCHEN 


The preceding installment would 
seem to lead naturally to our pres- 
ent topic. Whence came the likeness 
of Shakespeare that stares out to us 
from the 1623 first folio? 

Droeshout, the engraver, must have 
had some painting from which he 
made the print that Ben Jonson, for 
one, so extolled. After all, Droes- 
hout himself never laid eyes on the 
noted Dramatist! 

In any case, it appears that the 
mentioned engraving and the half- 
length statue bust in the choir of 
the Holy Trinity Church were both 
contemporary attempts to capture 
the face of the Poet. Both must have 
received the tacit approval of the 
Bard’s wife, who did not die until 
August of 1623; also, the approval 
of all his friends who would have 
similarly revealed any imposture. 

These two images are, therefore, 
accepted by the so-called experts. All 
other portraits are, indeed, suspect. 

Hardly a year goes by but some 
“new” Shakespeare painting is quite 
marvelously resurrected. For several 
centuries now, literary detectives and 
others have swarmed the highways 
and byways of England’s length and 
breadth hoping to uncover that long- 
lost canvas. Many have been indu- 
bitably nominated, but few, perforce, 
are chosen. , 

Not too long ago, a rare-book deal- 
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Shakespeare portrait-from author’s 
collection. 
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er named John Fleming came up with 
a hitherto vanished example from 
Scotland which he proceeded immed- 
iately to value at $1,000,000. It 
presumably bore the approval of 
Charles Lamb, but where the essay- 
ist gained the particular capacity to 
appraise that example was not stated. 

The year before the Fleming find 
a drama critic named Calvin Hoff- 
man displayed a picture purportedly 
of Christopher Marlowe which he 
claimed was strikingly similar to 
the Shakespeare folio print. This old 
panel was found at Cambridge, Eng- 
land, in 1953. And so it goes. 

Back in December of 1954, the 
writer of this column eulogized his 
purchase which he called, “The fin- 
est and most important Shakespeare 
portrait in the world in »vrivate 
hands.” This fancied portrait was 
called the Lord St. Leonard’s Copy, 
and is one of the many described in 
the Encyclopaedia Brittanica group- 
ing. 

However, such a source is, by its 
very nature, somewhat self-defeat- 
ing inasmuch as the portrait is 
there listed as a “fair copy” of the 
Chandos. And, of the entire listing, 
only three portraits (the ‘Chandos, 
the so-called Flower, and the Jans-

sen or Someraet) seem to have more 
than a local acceptance. 

Moreover, each of this trio is con- 
sidered with a measure of diffidence, 
and/or is later dated. In other words, 
unless a virtually unknown paint- 
ing is discovered, and then meets 
every necessary test, all our presently 
cataloged specimens remain very in- 
teresting, but hardly the authenti- 
cated portrait. 

The illustration you see before you 
is that “unknown.” This may very 
well be the actual life portrait for 
which Shakespeare sat. It certainly 
is not a replica, or copy of the Chan- 
dos, or of the Flower, or of any other 
since-established likeness. 

To remove all lingering doubt, the 
illustration has an insert of the folio 
engraving for close parallel. Compare 
the two: feature for reature, detail 
by detail. 

It, of course, was not slavishly 
copied by Droeshout. The ruff is

changed and the hair line has re- 
ceded. But if one keeps in mind that 
the oil painting shows a younger 
man circa 1610, and the print dates 
to over ten years later, it is not 
inconceivable that some aging would 
be attempted. 

The portrait is on canvas, reback- 
ed. It is typical of early 17th century 
work, with evident skill and taste. 
It is in fine unrestored condition. 
It measures 26” by 21”. It is Flemish 
in feeling, and shows the manner of 
Paul Van Somer. 

There is no pedigree; no long list 
of previous owners. Nevertheless, 
such may well prove to be a mark in 
its favor, as plausible sources of or- 
igin can be quite readily manufac- 
tured, especially when a personality 
of this stature is to be conveniently 
reclaimed. 

The picture was purchased in New 
York City as a 17th century paint- 
ing of a man who resembles Shakes- 
peare, It, naturally, is now subject 
to any examination, pigment analy- 
sis, and further study. How it came 
to these shores essentially unrecog- 
nized must always remain a moot 
question. 

To recapitulate. No completely ac-

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ceptable life portrait of Shakespeare 
is known to exist. All presently 
known examples have been saddled 
with some measure of doubt or are 
posthumous copies of what was once 
presumed to be an authentic deline- 
ation. 

Pedigrees have been established 
for the most obvious frauds. Appar- 
ently the mere age of a fraud seems 
to grant a more ready allegiance as 
time goes by. Or put another way, 
this means: once a remarkable claim 
is made, no matter how completely 
refuted ultimately, the claim, due to 
the resultant notoriety never quite 
withers away. 

Belief seems to follow inevitably 
because a spark of truth was assumed 
to be present. The Hitlerian axiom 
of the bigger the lie, the more pal- 
atable its acceptance, finds here a 
fertile field. 

In conclusion, this writer feels: 

a- The illustration shown is closer to 
the folio engraving than any since 
tendered competitor. 

b- It is not a memorial portrait pat- 
terned after one or another of the 
so-called originals. 

e- It is not a 17th century nonentity 
faked to resemble the famous Dra- 
matist. 

d- It is not a recent spurious fabrication 
meant to deceive for financial gain. 
On behalf of the d’Avenant-Chan- 

dos portrait, commonly accepted as 

the most popular conception, it is 
my humble opinion that this is in 
reality a self-portrait of Richard 

Burbage; or a “pistaccio” of several 

contemporary miniatures idealizing 

early 17th century dramatists. 

If, for instance, one takes the col- 
lar of Ben Jonson, the chin foliage 
of John Fletcher as shown in the 
Windsor Castle Library Collection, 
adds them to the Dulwich copy of 
Burbage, and then fits these details 
to the high forehead of the folio 
print, one comes up with a reasonable 
facsimile—and who is there today to 
cry naught? 

Truly, we can sympathize with the 
Shakespearean epitaph: 

“Good friend for Jesus sake forbeare 

to digg the dust encloased heare: 

blese be ye man who spares these 
stones, and curst be he who moves 
my bones.’’

This 800 year history of the coun- 
try store in America begins with 
the Dutch Fur Trade and brings the 
tale in brief to the days of self serv- 
ice super markets. 

Meet early storekeepers including 
John Hull, Boston goldsmith and 
merchant, who, with his partner Rob- 
ert Sanderson, coined the Pine Tree 
Shilling. And read of Peddlers and 
their practices. 

On The Shelf contains a treatise 
on foods the Indians gave us as 
corn, chocolate, vanilla. The story of 
biscuits, cookies, cheese, soap, etc., 
and the men who developed them 
into store-bought goods are here. 

Did you know Ivory soap got its 
name from the Bible? And coffee was 
popularized in America by Civil War 
soldiers, 

Thumbnail “sketches” tell of 
canned and frozen foods, fresh fruits 
by express, candy for everyone, the 
advent of packaged goods, and adver- 
tising. 

The era of “give aways” include 
as store premiums the cheese cut- 
ters and coffee grinders of Wm. 
Wrigley, Jr.; Charley Thompson’s 
dolls, jewelry, guns; Westmoreland 
Specialty Company’s milk glass hens, 
cows, etc., which once sold full of 
mustard; the Flaccus 'Company’s milk 
glass ships, and Phoenixville’s Majo- 
lica ware. 

Hardware makes mention of Betty 
lamps and the Argand; invention of 
the match; the handling of dry goods; 
patent medicines; and even the use 
of campaign items.

The Painting and the Signature 


I have a confession to make! I vis- 
ited The Frick Collection at 1 East 
70th Street in New York, a muse- 
um renowned for its connoisseur 
selectiveness, and I noted not the 
paintings but the signatures on the 
paintings! 

In fairness to myself I will say 
that I had admired the paintings in 
the first two large galleries and 1 
had almost completed a tour of the 
third gallery. At El Greco’s portrait 
of Vincentio Anastagi my eye was 
directed to the signature—or what 
seemed to be the signature—in Greek. 
In the painting Anastagi, in green 
garb, is standing against a brown 
background: the upper-half of the 
painting is a taupe color and the 
lower part is a dark brown. About 
two-thirds of the way down the paint- 
ing are some Greek characters. I 
stopped admiring Vincentio Anasta- 
gi and started to puzzle over the 
Greek. It was not distracting—my 
eye would have passed right over 
it after the thought of “How inter- 
esting!” had registered had I not 
been trained and alerted to auto- 
graphs. After studying the markings 
for a few minutes, I decided I would 
complete the “Art Tour” and retrace 
my steps for a second walk around 
the museum as an “Autograph Tour.” 

At the Frick Collection the great 
paintings, the fine bronzes, the ex-

quisite porcelains are displayed as an 
integral part of an important home. 
Parquet floors, panelled rooms, no- 
ble doorways, and patterned ceilings 
are an opulent and appropriate back- 
ground for the masterpieces of art 
collected by Henry Clay Frick. 

One of the most famous signatures 
of an artist is James McNeill Whist- 
ler’s Butterfly Signature. In Whist- 
ler’s portrait of Mrs. Leland he has 
placed the butterfly on the extreme 
right lower half of the painting. It 
is a tan stencil-like butterfly on a 
whitish square, harmonizing with the 
Oriental designs in the painting. In 
his painting of Lady Meux he has 
placed, very obtrusively I thought, a 
large shadowy stencil of a butterfly 
in the right lower center section. 

Goya’s signature does not grace 
“The Forge.” His “Dona Maria’ is 
signed “Goya 1824” in white paint 
against a black background. The sig- 
nature must cover about six inches, 
with the “G” about one and a half 
inches tall! His portrait of the Duke 
of Osuna is signed and titled on a 
letter held in the Duke’s hand in 
the lower left center of the painting: 
“Duque do Osuna Por Goya.” A 
Goya painting at the Metropolitan 
(Museum has been signed on the sub- 
ject’s finger ring. 

El Greco’s portrait of St. Jerome 
is signed in Greek in the margin, 


half-way down St. Jerome’s shoulder. 
El Greco’s original Greek name, 
Domenikos Theotokopoulos, in Ita- 
lian became Dominico Theotocopuli 
and this, in turn, was hispanicized to 
“El Greco.” In signing his portraits 
he reverted to his Greek name and 
style of writing. 

El Greco’s teacher, Titian, did not 
sign his plump and impressive ‘‘Pie- 
tro Aretino,” nor did Holbein sign 
his nearby masterpieces, “Sir Thom- 
as More” and “Sir Thomas 'Crom- 
well.” 

Giovanni Bellini’s beautiful “St. 
Francis” is signed on what appears 
to be a crumpled strip of white pa- 
per, attached to a leafless tree, In 
the extreme lower left-hand corner 
of the painting, about three inches 
long and less than an inch wide is 
the signature: “Joannes Bellinvs.” 

Francois Boucher was not reticent 
about signing his work. His “Por- 
trait of His Wife” is signed: “F Bou- 
cher 1743.” Of his Four Seasons 
drawings “Spring” is signed in the 
center of the left side, between the 
tamborine and the head of one of 
the goats. “Summer” may have been 
signed, but I could not find the sig- 
nature. “Autumn” is signed and 
dated 1755 on a mossy stone near 
the center of the right side of the 
painting. “Winter” is signed “F 
Boucher 1755” on a_ snow-covered

the bottom facsimile is from a letter. 
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log in the lower right section of the 
painting. 

Among other French paintings De- 
gas’ “Rehearsal” is signed “degas” 
in black oil paint in stark contrast 
to the gray background of the room 
used by his ballet dancers. Edouard 
Manet’s “The Bull Fight” is signed 
only with the initial “M,”’ with a 
straight stroke periph, trailing to- 
wards the left corner of the frame. 
“Vétheuil in Winter” is boldly signed 
“Claude Monet” in a blue-white oil 
paint at the lower right section of 
the painting; Monet signs in a script 
which resembles the signatures on his 
letters. Ingres’ “(Comtesse d’Hausson- 
ville,’ a study of an elegant lady 
in blue is signed “Ingres 1845” on 
the arm of a chair, to the left of 
the figure, Jacques Louis David did 
not sign his “Antonio Bruni” but his 
“Comtesse Daru” is signed near the 
lady’s stole-covered elbow: “J. L. Da- 
vid 1810.” J. B. S. Chardin has 
signed his “Still Life’ at the edge of 
the table on which rests the fruit; 
the signature is simply “Chardin.” 

I could not find a signature on Hob- 
bema’s“Village Among Trees” but his 
“Village with Water Mill” has been 
signed in a tiny patch of light sur- 
rounded by bushes in the lower left 
section of the painting. 

Of the English painters Constable 
has signed “The White Horse” al- 
most at the edge of the frame on 
the lower left: “John Constable;” 
there is some other writing after and 
beneath Constable’s name, but I could 
not make it out. The lovely costume 
portrait of Mrs. Baker is signed in 
brownish paint in a flowing script: 
“Thos Gainsborough 1781.” Sir Jo- 
shua Reynolds is represented here 
by his fine portrait of General Bur- 
goyne. It is necessary to visit the 
Henry E. Huntington Library and 
Art Gallery at San Maf?ino, Calif., 
in order to see Reynolds‘ great paint- 
ing of Sarah Siddons as “The Tragic 
Muse.” Reynolds has signed Mrs. 
Siddons’ portrait in full in ornamen- 
tal characters on the border of her 
dress, saying that he could not lose 
the opportunity of going down to 
posterity on the hem of her garment!

amateurs, His only advantage is that 
he may have takena few more pic-

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Photography for Publication 


The equipment for indoor photog- 
raphy can vary in content consider- 
ably, but for photographing arti- 
facts a tripod, some sort of stand, 
movable lights, a light meter, and, 
of course, a camera, are basic. A 
light box is highly desirable for 
some objects. 

What the individual units are 
that constitute this assemblage are

subject to the photographer’s situa- 
tion, his experience, and notions; 
also what the photography supply 
store in his community has in stock. 

Because it seems somewhat hum- 
ble the stand on which the arti- 
facts are to be placed is often slight- 
ed in instructions. But when the pic- 
ture taking starts it turns out to 
be as important as any of the other 
factors. 

It should be such that the cam- 
era can be brought close to small 
objects from above, as well as side- 
ways, and so that the lights can be 
trained on the subjects from all an- 
gles. 

There are various solutions, but 
the writer’s was to attach a small 
shelf to a wall with hinges, so it 
could be sloped or dropped out of 
the way if need be. Above it he 
placed a six foot by six white win- 
dow shade so that the shade could 
be pulled down over the stand. 

This does away with a crack line 
behind artifacts, and the shade cloth 
seems to photograph white fairly 
well and not reflect or show texture 
except inconsequentially, for the clos-

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est close-ups. It can also be wiped 
off when soiled. 

Some photographers obtain good re- 
sults with flash bulbs, but the writer 
uses flood lamps only not truly flood 
because they are ordinary 200- and 
150-watt house bulbs. The kind 
called flood seem too glaring. 

Stands or places for attachment 
for these lights are necessary, and 
they are to be used in reflectors. 
To obtain these go to a camera store 
or consult your mail order catalog. 
The writer improvised one with an 
old bridge-lamp stand. 

These lights will be used most of 
the time in threes; two for side 
lighting, and one for back and over- 
head lighting. The latter may have 
to be suspended from the ceiling. 

The side lights provide the main 
illumination for the most pictures; 
one closer for major illumination, 
and the other further away to soften 
shadows and cut their blackness. 

They can, of course, be used in 
front of the subject and any posi- 
tion that fits the particular situation, 
behind the camera. 

The overhead light provides back 
illumination, giving a clear white 
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background. It also serves to cut 
some shadows, notably inside recep- 
tacles and between objects. ; 

The tripod should be solid. That is, 
it should not knock over easily or 
jiggle, and the head, on which the 
camera is mounted, should allow for 
adjustment of the camera into any 
position, including pointing straight 
downward. 

As he takes pictures of artifact 
after artifact, of different kinds, the 
photographer will be constantly mov- 
ing the tripod about, adjusting the 
legs, and cranking the camera up 
and down. 

In this connection it is advisable 
to have something to stand on. At 
times the photographer is forced to 
assume the position of a dentist work- 
ing on a cavity in a lower molar. 
- small kitchen step-ladder is han-

The camera must also be provided 
with a cable release. Pushing the 
camera release trigger by hand is 


almost sure to wiggle the camera. _ 


And be sure to screw the camera 
tightly to the tripod mount.

TROUBLE WITH SURFACE LIGHTING

kind of stand used, a pair of adjust- 
able legs is advisable. One way to 
do this is to put finishing nails in 
the sides to the front, and drill a 
series of holes in a couple of laths 
or other suitable pieces of wood, at 
suitable spots for adjusting the slope 
of the shelf. 


For articles that don’t roll or slide 
too easily it is sometimes an advan- 
tage to place the shelf at a slight 
slope, especially for shooting pic- 
tures downward. 

A light meter is a device to tell 
what the lens opening should be at 
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a given time, for the light reflected 
from the subject. Its use will be ex- 
plained by a camera store salesman. 
There are also directions. 

Good light meters cost money, but 
only professional photographers with 
long experience can get a picture 
every time without one. What dis- 
tance to hold it seems a matter of 
opinion, but the writer decided that 
close enough to get reflection just 
from the object was the thing, as it, 
and not the white background, was 
what was to be photographed. 

When the object was too small for 
the meter, a piece of paper of sim- 
ilar shade, usually a piece torn out 
of a paper bag, did the job. 

It seems that the smaller the cam- 
era lens opening the more of the 
object will be in focus, so the writer 
tried to have the lights adjusted for 
such an opening. This meant a slow 
speed, one half second for the small- 
est openings on his camera, 16 and 
22, on an average. 

Brighter lighting permits faster 
time. But time is no object in tak- 
ing still-life, except, of course, as 
it is related to the lens opening. 

Assume that the equipment is as- 
sembled. The shelf is up, and legs 
adjusted for a slight slope, the shade 
pulled down to cover its back and 
surface, and lights ready at ecither 
side of the camera and abcsve, and 
the artifact, say a specimen of not- 
tery, is on the stand. What next? 

The photographer places the cam- 
era so that the image of the pot 
is in a favorable position, usually 





so that a little of the inside is vis- 
ible. He moves the lens back and 
forth till it is in proper focus. 

The usual thing in this case is to 
have the front edg: in foru~. Thi: 
will leave the back of the rim slight- 
ly out of focus, but the effect is three 
dimensional. 

Is it realiy in focus? To make 
sure try taking a piece of printed 
paper and focusing on the type. (Re- 
member, letters are the medium used 
by optometrists to tell the degree 
of focus). Don’t forget to take the 
piece of paper off after focusing. 

Are the lights just right? There 
should be a little more shadow at 
one side of the pot than on the 
other. The lighting shculd make it 
look round. 

The overhead light should illu- 
minate the inside enough to break 
up the black “blct” of shadow and 
prevent its looking like a black disk 
on top of the pot. A faint under- 
neath shadow is okeh, but a black 
one is irrelevant. 

You are ready to shoot. But bet- 
ter check your meter reading and 
be sure you have used its message 
in adjusting your lens and timing. 
It takes a lot of picture taking to 
do such things automatically. 

Reference has already been made 
to the perfection of photography 
that is necessary for engravers and 
printers to turn out a first class pic- 
ture. This, however, is like ‘the star 
to which one is advised to hitch his 
wagon; easier to look at than reach. 

But the fact remains that it is 
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essential always to try. There are 
occasions when less than the best 
has to be used and in the long run 
nobody much notices the difference. 

With this in mind the writer is 
making bold to present some of his 
discards with comments as to why 
he thinks they are faulty. 

In real l:fe we find that we are 
better able to learn from the mis- 
takes of persons no better than we 
are than to derive help from awe- 
struck contemplaticn of the work of 
champions, 

And the writer is certainly no bet- 
ter than a good many thousand other

IRREGULAR LIGHTING 
AND GRAYNESS 

(16) Fish vertebrae beads painted pink, 
Northwest Coast. Window lighting over 
emphasized highlights and shadows. (17) 
Eskimo hunting arrows: top a “bear 
arrow’? with Yuma-like tip; and lower 
“deer arrows,’ bone, Left, light too 
close; and right, too far away. 

(18) Smallest sizes of California ‘“peli- 
can stones,” a recurrent effigy and/or 
fetish stone found among the artifacts 
of the Southern California coastal In- 
dians.

Juxtaposition of white and blackish ob- 
jects like this is pretty sure to leave one 
Or another obscure while bringing up 
its mates; gray, grainy surface and back 
shadows fog objects also. 

_The clear glass point is from an old 
site on Trinidad Bay, Calif. It is a har- 
poon tip. The milky glass one is re- 
putedly the work of Ishi, last of Cali- 
fornia’s ‘‘wild’’ Indians. The iron point 
is on an Illinois Indian arrow and is in 
the old ‘‘war point” style familiar in 
IMinois.

Sequoia 
Sempervirens 


By H. DOUGLAS BROWN 


Unless they have actually stood 
under one of these giants, none can 
imagine the size of a Sequo:a. Look- 
ing at pictures you may see a man 
at the base but only when you 
stand under a Sequoia can you real- 
ly assess its tremendous bulk. If the 
man were six feet tall it would take 
three of him to lie on the ground 
end to end to equal the diameter 
of one of theze trees. 

Even so, the Redwoods of Hum- 





boldt County, California, are taller. 
The General Jackson Tree is now 
estimated as 372 feet tall. Any of 
you cities wanting to have the larg- 
est Xmas tree, there’s a bit of a 
challenge. 

These trees take centuries to grow. 
A section cut from a fallen giant in 
Jackson National Park, shows the 
growth rings, counted from the out- 
side in, with the dates of various 
happenings in history. 

Our country’s history is, one might 
say, “hardly dry behind the ears” on 
this tree as the (Civil War date is 
little more than just under the bark 
—perhaps an inch in. The discovery 
of Columbus gets a tag about a 
foot in from the bark.

England’s Magna Carta is about 
two feet in towards the center. And 
there are tags which show historic 
occasions back to biblical times. In 
fact there is every reason to believe 
that some of the great Sequoias were 
just beginning their life when Christ 
was alive. Think of such a plant life. 

But there are more than Redwoods 
and Sequoias that grow to tremen- 
dous heights. The common cedar in 
the Northwest grew to a base diam- 
eter of 24 feet. Some over 300 feet 
in length were recorded by Bloedel 
Dovevan Lumber operations near Bel- 
lingham, Wash. 

I have a colored photograph of 18 
couples dancing on the stump of one 
of these tremendous cedars—and you 
can see light between the couples; 
not like one of our so called dance 
floors in contemporary night clubs. 

It is of interest to note that all 
three of these tree species belong to 
the Cedar family. My conclusion, due 
to their variety and persistent life 
history, is that they are outgrowth 
of the tree fern types. 

All three types require excessive 
annual rainfall. In this fact lies one 
reason why so many cedar type woods 
are found in petrified state. They 
grew in swamps, if notinavery wet 
region. When they fell, they usually 
dropped into a swampy area and if 
they sank into the silt their situa- 
tion made it ideal for petrification. 

Say you have such a log, so sit- 
uated. There rolls over the area mol- 
ten lava, covering the swamp and its 
buried woods. With no oxygen, there 
could be no combustion, so the wood 
doesn’t burn. 

But, there is both heat and pres- 
sure beyond our comprehension un- 
der that red-hot mass of lava. And 
pressure induces more heat. So the 
swamp becomes a sea of fluid silica 
and steam. 

The log that was buried in silt 
is now like a loaf of bread, full of 
minute cells that are empty. The 
pressures may crush these cells, or 
under certain conditions, may force 
the silica in from all directions, leav- 
ing the wood structure intact and 
perfect, 


Such woods occur in Texas, Ari- 
zona, South Dakota, California, Ore- 
gon, Washington, Idaho, Wyoming, 
Utah, and Montana—in the writer’s 
experience. 

Sometimes there is considerable 
sulphur in the soil or lavas. In which 
case the cell structure may be dis- 
solved in the tree, and the result is 
a cast of the tree without other 
resemblance to the wood structure. 
Or there may be any degree of varia- 
tion between the cast and the struc- 
ture—perfect wood.

The picture of a petrified log in 
the Arizona Petrified Forest, March, 
HOBBIES, shows what must have 
been a cedar-type tree. Note the sim- 
ilarity of -the root end to that of 
the growing trees. (Most of these _pet- 
trified woods of the Arizona Forest 
are of the cast type and lItttle or 
no wood structure shows. 

The best woods of that State, as 
far as showing the cell structure, are 
the iron woods of the country north 
of Yuma, One of the most fascinat- 
ing facets of the study of geology is 
that of determining how far back, 
or in what ages our many modern 
trees grew. However, as far as the 
cedar type is concerned, we know it 
grew 300,000,000 years ago. 

To perhaps compensate for their 
lack of structure, the Arizona woods 
in the Petrified Forest do have bright 
colors, and though the reds (in all 
shades) predominate, any color will 
be found in them. Being silicified, 
they all take a fine polish. 

While the collecting of wood in the 
Petrified Forest of Arizona (and 
other National Parks) is taboo, out- 
side the limits of the Park one may 
find plenty for personal use. 

The area of northeastern Arizona 
with petrified woods extends into 
southeastern Utah, where actually at 
this time the finest “digested” color- 
ful woods are being obtained. The 
Arizona Petrified Forest is between 
Cameron and Navajo Bridge in north 
central Arizona. 

The Utah areas are widespraed 
and reference to the American Min- 
eral Guide or local collectors is sug- 
gested in running down the current- 
ly best wood-collecting grounds. Some 
fine purple agatized wood has been 
found in the latter area recently. 
But it’s rugged and if attempted, be 
sure you are prepared for emergen- 
cies. Good hunting!

Way back in April of 1958 we 
told you of our Stuart Castle and 
promised then we would tell you 
more about it later. Each year we 
try to add new rooms as we do want 
the castle to be complete in every 
detail. Those of us that have been 
bitten by the hobby bug (miniatur- 
ia) know we spend hours on detail. 

Stuart Castle, being on exhibition, 
brings to us many comments as to 
why it was done this way, or why 
we did it like that! By way of illus- 
tration, in 1958 we mentioned the 
Queen’s bed-room, but for over a 
year we did not have the King’s 
bed-room, and many people asked, 
“Where does the King sleep?” 

In 1960 we showed for the first 
time the King’s bed-room, but here 
again we found a problem. As the 
castle is set up now it is spread 
out in one long line for display 
reascns, but when complete it will 
form a quadrangle with all the 
rooms and hallways connected up in 
one unit. 

Now, however, the Queen’s_ bed- 
room is at one end of the display, 
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and the King’s at the other. Yes, 
people ask, “Are they separated?” 
Realism in every sense of the word! 

We have been building two rooms 
together, the doors cut out so that 
they will open into other rooms or 
hallways. This has been done for 
transportation purposes, but even at 
that, two rooms are more than one 
man can handle. For instance the 
throne room is six feet long and 24 
inches high by 26 inches deep. Just 
like an overbox! 

We have the Queen’s bed-room 
on the second floor, above the castle 
kitchen on the first floor. The kit- 
chen is rather plain in comparison 
to the very ornate throne room or 
library. As you see in the picture 
(kitchen) the archway on the left 
leads into a rather formal hallway. 

Miss Hermania Anslinger has been 
the creator of most of our furniture. 
She copied the kitchen from some 
English pieces. 

Right above the kitchen is the 
Queen’s bed-room and ante dressing- 
room. Way back in ’54 we bought 
the angel on the foot-board of the 
bed from a junk dealer in Bemidji, 
Minn. That started our search for 
all types of angels (not fallen ones!) 

The headboard is a metal picture- 
frame with almost the same size 
angel as on the footboard. The can- 
opy is old black net beadwork which 
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The kitchen, done in a light brown with darker trim. The arches are from 
a: old Victorian stairway, The floor is real tile, antiqued. 
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The Art Wing. described in story. This 
is copied from the Syon House. 





we draped and then sprayed with 
gold paint. 

The other pieces of furniture are 
made of wood and decorated with 
angels from metal smoking sets. The 
angels make up columns as you can 
see in the cupboard in the fore- 
part of the picture. 

One little treasure is a metal 
stand we found in an old jewelry 
shop. The stand was used to dis- 
play watches and originally had two 
angels on it. We took one off and 
put it on the bathtub. 

The angels on the wall were old 
German Christmas tree candle hold- 
ers. The odd part is that, they were 
in sets, thus giving a right and left 
side for decoration. 

The walls in the room are light 
green; the ceiling, white. The chair 
seats, bed-spread, and curtains are 
dark green velvet with a fine metal- 
lic gold trim. 

The chandelier in this room should 
be mentioned also, as it was so easy 
to make and yet looks like some- 
thing real. It is made up of wooden 
beads and pipe cleaners, sprayed 
with gold and then strung with small 
green beads. It holds four little 
screw base bulbs. 

The molding used for the cornice 
is from the old building which hous- 
es our exhibit. The large carved 
piece above the doorway, which con- 
nects the bed-room with.the dress- 
ing-room, is from the city dump. 
Yes, usually we bring back more 
than we take out! 

The art wing we feel is especially 
interesting as we copied it from the 
entrance hall of Syon House, Eng- 
land. It has 15 different moldings 
in its construction and the floor is 
made of one inch square black and 
white linoleum blocks. Our barber, 
in his spare time (between trim- 
ming people!) laid the floor for us. 

The many little art objects are a 
collection of years. The two ornate 
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urns which you see are silver salt 
and peppers we bought at the An- 
tiques Show—Conrad Hilton in Chi- 
czz0, of course! The urns are 
sprayed gold, and antiqued. 

We did our miniature art room 
a little different from the original 
as we made a fireplace on one side 
instead of a doorway. The chandel- 
ier is metal and is lighted with eight 
tiny grain-of-wheat bulbs. The two 
floor candlesticks, on each side of 
the fireplace, also are lighted. 

As you see we are always busy 
trying to find small items which we 
can adapt into our miniature work. 
They say of me, “The man with the 
miniatures.” Always afraid they may 
say, “the man with the miniature 
mind!” 

Is there any other hobby so in- 
teresting and satisfying as this one? 
Truly as we create these rooms 
from our collections they become 
works of art—at least to us! Yet 
as we see our work we cannot help 
but see the work of the Great Cre- 
ator.

The year 1961 brings with it the 
greatest centennial in U.S. history 
—the Civil War centennial! The 
Blue and the Gray will march again 
in hundred-year-old battles from 
Fort Sumter to Appomattox in com- 
memoration of our costliest war— 
a war which really did not divide 
us, but rather united us and made 
us the greatest and most powerful 
nation in the world. 

This four-year battle between the 
North and the South gave us some 
of our most valued national mem- 
ories. It gave us the Gettysburg 
Address, the most famous oration 
ever delivered by an American. 

It gave us the vision of Clara Bar- 
ton who laid the foundation for the 
American Red Cross on the field of 
Antietam. It gave us that noblest 
of patriotic songs “The Battle Hymn 
of the Republic.” It gave us six 
Presidents—Grant, Hayes, Garfield, 
Arthur, Harrison, and McKinley. 

It gave us such heroes as the gal-

lant Robert E. Lee, the daring Stone- 
wall Jackson, Phil Sheridan—famous 
for his 20-mile ride, and Admiral 
Farragut of the Navy. 

The Civil War also gave us the 
first legislation in this country to 
resuit in a tax on playing cards. 
This was known as the “Revenue 
Act of 1862.” 

It is said that during the War, 
President Lincoln requested Andrew 
Dougherty, one of the leading play- 
ing card manufacturers at that time, 
to come to Washington for a con- 
ference. The purpose of this meet- 
ing was to seek the most effective 
way to raise more revenue for the 
Government. 

Did this meeting result in the men- 
tioned Revenue Act? The Act was 
passed by Congress to raise money, 
not only for the support of the Fed- 
eral Government, but also to help 
finance the Civil War. 

It read in part: “Playing Cards. - 
For and upon every pack of what-

ever number, when the price per 
pack does not exceed 18 cents, one 
cent.” 

Schedule “C” listed the taxation 
required on packs ranging in price 
from 18 cents (tax - one cent) to 
packs of over 36 cents which re- 
quired a 5 cent revenue stamp. 

Today the Revenue Act regarding 
taxation on playing cards is still 
very much in effect. However, there 
have been various changes and 
amendments which have established 
the present rate of 13 cents per pack. 

The War between the North and 
the South also gave us several very 
interesting patriotic and partisan 
decks which were typically Ameri- 
can in style. The first of these packs 
to make its appearance was a pack 
known as “Union Playing Cards” 
issued by the American Card Com- 
pany of New York in 1862. 

The original case describes these 
cards as: “National Emblems! Some- 
thing New in the Card World! Time

The back of the case reads: “The 
American Card Co. Confident that 
the introduction of National Em- 
blems In the place of Foreign, in 
Playing Cards, will be hailed with 
delight by the American People, 
takes pleasure in presenting the 
UNION PLAYING CARDS ... in 
the fullest confidence that the time 
is not far distant when they will be 
the leading Card in the American 
market.” 

It further explains — “The Union 
Cards are calculated to play all the 
Games for which the old style of 
Playing Cards are used. The suits 
are Eagles, Shields, Stars, and Flags, 
Goddess of Liberty in place of Queen, 
Colonel for King, Major for Jack. 

“In playing with these cards, they 
are to be called by the names the 
emblems represent, and as the Em- 
blems are as familiar as household 
words, everywhere among the Amer- 
ican people, they can be used as 
readily on the first occasion as 
Cards bearing Foreign emblems.” 

The red suit signs in this pack 
are American flags and stars. The 
black suits are printed in blue, 
showing the American Eagle crest 
and shields. 

The Kings picture an infantry of- 
ficer in full dress, the Queens - the 
Goddess of Liberty, the Jacks - an 
artillery officer in fatigue uniform. 

The cards are square cornered, 
without indices or any marks of 
value, and the blue and white backs 
picture a shield, anchor, and flag 
design. 

The Ace of Spades in this pack 
displays the American Eagle and the 
“E Pluribus Unum” motto. It shows 


the addresses as ‘“14_. Chambers 
Street,” and “165 William Street, 
New York.” 


Also interesting to note is the 
fact that the revenue stamp used 
is a “Two-cents - U. S. Internal Rev. 
Bank Check” picturing George 
Washington, and dated “Mar. 186-.” 

In 1863 a pack was made by M. 
Nelson of New York, known as, 
“Picture Playing Cards.” Though 
this deck is sometimes referred to 
as a Union deck, the cards show 
wood or copper-plate engravings of 
many Confederate generals, and 
also include President Jefferson 
Davis on the nine of Spades. 

The values on these cards are in- 
dicated by miniature playing cards 
in red or black which are printed in 
the upper left corner of..each card. 
There are no other value markings 
on the cards. 

The Ace of Spades shows the 
miniature card as the American 
Eagle crest with the maker’s name, 
“M. Nelson, New York,” and pic- 
tures “General Twiggs.” 

The reversible back design, in 
blue or red on white background, 
pictures numerous pieces of war 
equipment including axes, arrows, 


spades, bayonets, horns, drums, etc. 

A Confederate pack made in Lon- 
don by Goodall shows a back design 
of Confederate flags with a seal in 
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which are the words “Confederate 
States of America.” These two packs 
are the only decks which represent 
the Confederacy. 

Andrew Dougherty, also of New 
York, issued a pack of Civil War 
ecards called “Army and Navy 
Cards” in 1865. The red suits repre- 
sent the Army and are Drummer 
Boys and Zouaves, while the blue 
suits represent the Navy and use 
the famous battleships, the Monitor 
and the Merrimac, as suit signs. 

The interesting court cards are 
caricatures pictured in costumes of 
the day, each card being different. 
The two blue Aces bear the name 
“A. Dougherty, Manufacturer, 26 
Beekman Street, New York,” at the 


bottom, and one Ace reads: “To 
Commemorate the Greatest Event 
in Naval History - The Substitu- 


tion of Iron for Wood.” 

Another pack of the time of the 
Civil War is the deck known as “The 
Game of Battles, North and South, 
1861-62-63.” This pack would seem 
to be an educational game deck 
used to teach the historical facts 
of the Civil War and its many 
battles. 

It consists of 52 cards, each bear- 
ing either the Union or the Confed- 
erate flag at the top, with the name 
of a particular battle, date, and oth- 
er statistics, in which the North or 
the South was the victor. 

Each card gives the place, date, 
commander, and numbers killed, 
wounded, and prisoners of that par- 
ticular battle. When the Union army 
had won a battle, the flag at the 
top of the card blew to the left; a 
Rebel victory caused the flag to blow 
to the right. 

The pack also contained two cards 
covered with numbers, which were 
probably to be cut apart and used 
as counters. One card had “Im- 
proved Directions” for playing the 
game. 
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Even we Playing Card collectors 
have a very close feeling for the 
Civil War. It was fought entirely 
by Americans, on our own American 
soil, and its story is a part of our 
own national epic. As _ President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower said “.. . The 
stage was set for a further expan- 
sion of human rights,” and he asks 
“| , that we look on this great 
struggle as a period in which the 
times called for extraordinary de- 
grees of patriotism and heroism on 
the part of both the North and the 
South . . . We may derive inspira- 
tion from their deeds to renew our 
dedication to the task which yet 
confronts us - the furtherance of 
the freedom and dignity of man... ”

And 
being post card collectors, let’s make 
it flowers on post cards. 

This is one subject that a collector 
will find easy to pursue. Not only 
are flower cards numerous, they are 
easy on the eye and are so varied 
that there isn’t much chance to be- 
come bored.

Pansies, violets, forget-me-nots, 
roses, and almost all other species of 
flowers have appeared on view cards 
since their beginning shortly before 
the turn of the century. 

One very popular type of card 
is the old Greeting card with the 
greetings spelled out with flowers or 
subjects of every description made 
of forget-me-nots and other flowers. 

Another interesting collection con- 
sists of the “Language of Flowers” 
cards. Several different series of 
these were put out by various pub- 
lishers. Some are more attractive 


than others. Many of these series 
have no publisher identification what- 
so-ever on them, so it is impossible 
to tell when or where they were pub- 
lished or who published them. 

One card in a “Language of Flow- 
ers” series has this bit of verse on 
it: 

“The moss-rose whispers: ‘My love is 
thine!’ 

The heliotrope: ‘Untrue never!’ 

The pink-tipped clover sighs low: ‘Be 

Mine!’ 

The myrtle: “Together for ever!’ 
—C. Preston-Wynne’”’

This card also has on it an ar- 
rangement of the flowers mentioned 
in the verse. 

Some sets of “Language of Flow- 
ers” cards merely have the name of 
the flower spelled out with sprigs of 
the flowers. 

One subject very popular with the 
collector of state cards is the State 
Flower. I don’t believe there has ever 
been a set of these published. If 
there has been, I haven’t heard of 
it. It is possible to get all the State 
Flowers, however, but it won’t be a 
matched set. You can find a list of 
state flowers in the World Almanac 
and similar reference books. 

Perhaps the largest assortment of 
flower cards consists of the “Swiss” 
cards. I don’t doubt that every 
known flower has been reproduced 
on this type of card. Swiss Flower 
cards can be purchased in this coun- 
try in most of the better card shops 
and department stores. Since there 
are so many of them, however, it 
might be hard to complete your set. 

Beautiful flower cards have also 
been published by Raphael Tuck, 
Salmon, Valentine, Edward Mitchell, 
and most of the other well known 
publishers. 

For those who like Novelty cards, 
there are many of them with silk, 
felt, and satin flowers attached. 
Others are highly embossed and tin- 
selled. And don’t forget the more 
recent imports from Spain with love- 
ly embroidered flowers. 

You also shouldn’t overlook the 
beautiful modern Chromes. Many of 
the present day publishers have put 
out cards that are real works of 
art. Sad to say, however, they are 
shunned by the old-time collector as 
being cheap. 

The same old question arises: Do 
you collect cards as an investment 
or as a hobby? I collect as a hobby 
and I collect what appeals to me. 

True, the Chrome card only costs 
a nickel or a dime for an import. 
Neither might ever be worth any 
more. But these cards are beautiful, 
you cannot deny, and they belong 
in your post card garden.

The 
400 illustrations show much of the 
period including guns and ammu- 
nition, swords, military rank insig- 
nia, military hats and ornaments, 
etc. In this day of Civil War interest, 
it is a useful and timely edition.

Anyone who has traveled Ameri- 
ca’s highways for any length of 
time has sooner or later been ex- 
posed to the signs advertising a 
thing or place known as Harold’s 
Club located in Reno, Nev. To gun 
collectors it may seem strange to 
note the lack of any mention of the 
fabulous gun collection which this 
restaurant and casino houses. A 22- 
paged, fifty cent priced pamphlet 
describes some of the common, rare 
and unusual pieces housed in the 
second floor museum. It is described 
by some as one of the most import- 
ant gun collections extant—we can’t 
agree never having seen it, but will 
consider the fact that two well- 
known arms writers, James E. Ser- 
ven and F. Theodore Dexter are 
technical consultants, as an_ indica- 
tion that the material in it has been 
gone over with a critical eye. 

Housed here are typical Colts such 
as the 1851 Navy, 1860 Army, the 
Frontier, the more valuable Whit- 
neyville Walker, the Texas Pater- 
son, the Baby Dragoon, etc. Many 
other models of Colt, Smith & Wes- 
son, Marston, Plant, Devisme and 
Derringer models are illustrated. 

Included, too, are such oddities as 
sun dial cannon, knife pistols, switch 
blades, such fine items as a shot- 
gun presented by the President of 
France to the President of Mexico 
in 1879, cased pepperboxes by Rob- 
bins and Lawrence, cased pin-fires, 
cased saw handle pistols, pistols 
which belonged to Napoleon and re- 
volvers which are reputed to have 
been owned by Jesse James and Wild 
Bill Hickok.

LEEDS Coat-of-Arms

LEEDS 





He beareth for Arms: 
Argent a fesse between three 


eagles gules. 


This Coat-of-Arms is found in “A 
Roll of Arms” registered by the Com- 
mittee on Heraldry of the New Eng- 
land Historic Genealogical Society, 
and it is ascribed to Thomas Leeds 
of Monmouth County, New Jersey. 
Burke’s General Armory attributes 
this Armorial bearing to the Leedes 
family seated in county York, Eng- 
land, 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A silver (argent) shield on which is 
charged a red (gules) band across 
the center third of the surface. This 
band (or fesse) lies between three 
red (gules) eagles. 

‘Color names are never repeated in 
heraldic description, and any charge 
mentioned before a color is of that 
color. Therefore, we know that the 
eagles are red and the fesse is 
red. 

The fesse is one of nine so-called 
Honourable Ordinaries, straight-sided 
figures one-third the width of the 


shield, first symbols used to identify - 


men encased in armour. The fesse 
represents the military girdle of 
honour. 

The eagle is the king of birds 
and is usually represented with 
wings displayed (expanded). The dis- 
played wings signify protection. The 
eagle is emblematical of “a man of 
action evermore occupied in high and 
weighty affairs, one of lofty spirit, 
ingenious, speedy in apprehension 
and judicious in matters of ambi- 
guity.” 

Colors are representative of the 


personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer and are granted only 
upon merit. Silver signifies sincer- 
ity and peace; red, courage and mag- 
nanimity, 

A Coat-of-Arms drawing is not 
considered complete without being 
decorated with the mantling and hel- 
met which the men wore in medieval 
times. The mantling was a large 
searf of cloth or leather thrown over 
the helmet to protect the neck from 
the heat of the sun, the armour from 
rust, and to foil the enemy’s sword. 

When used as a decoration for 
paintings, the outside of the man- 
tling must be the main color (in this 
case red), and the lining the main 
metal (silver). 

Not too much is to be found in 
print concerning Thomas Leeds of 
Monmouth County, New Jersey. Al- 
though there are references to him 
in many sources, the same informa- 
tion is repeated over and over with 
very little change. 

‘Warrants of land were issued by 
the East Jersey proprietors in 1676 
as follows: Thomas Leeds, Sr. and 
wife, 240 acres; William Leeds and 
wife Dorothea, 20 acres; Daniel Leeds 
and wife 120 acres; and Thomas 
Leeds, Jr. and wife Ann, 120 acres. 
(Salter’s History of Monmouth and 
Salter Counties, N. J.) This is the 
earliest record found that mentions 
the family. 


The four Leeds and their families 
first settled in Shrewsbury, Mon- 
mouth ‘County, N. J. After the death 
of his first wife, Thomas, Sr. mar- 
ried Margaret Collier. The marriage 
occurred “ye 6th day of ye 8th mo. 
1678” and was the first marriage 
recorded in the books of the Society 
of Friends at Burlington, N. J. 


Thomas, Sr, was born about 1620 
and died in 1686-7. He was buried 
in Shrewsbury, N. J. beside his first 
wife, and his will left all his houses 
and lands in Shrewsbury to his “lov- 
ing wife Margaret” during her life, 
and after her death to his son Dan- 
iel. The widow Margaret’s will was 
recorded in Philadelphia in 1708. 

Thomas Leeds, Jr. is thought to 
have been the youngest of the three 
sons. He apparently died before 
his father’s will was written as he 
was not mentioned in the document. 
From early land records we know the 
first name of his wife was Ann, but 
nothing is known concerning any chil- 
dren they might have had. 

William Leeds, another son, first 
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calls himself a “cooper,” and later a 
“planter” in deeds made by him and 
recorded at Freehold, N. J. He lived 
at Middletown, Monmouth County, 
N. J. until after the death of his 
wife, Dorothea. 

In 1702, William and Dorothea 
joined the Episcopal Church at Free- 
hold, N. J. Their son, William, Jr., 
died without issue and devised his 
real estate to the Episcopal churches 
of ‘Middletown and Shrewsbury, after 
the decease of his widow (Rebecca Ap- 
plegate Leeds) and his mentally crip- 
pled brother Daniel, whom he called 
“‘weak-minded and hopeless.” 


The other children of William and 
Dorothea were: Thomas, a cooper of 
Burlington, N. J.; Jonathan, of whom 
there is no further record but it is 
believed he died before 1727; and 
Mary, who died unmarried and left 
a will dated August 7, 1727, in which 
she named her brothers ‘William, 
Daniel, and Thomas. 

Genealogical material of this Leeds 
family of New Jersey generally tra- 
ces descent through Daniel, another 
son of the progenitor, Thomas, Sr. 
When he was about 25 years of age, 
he removed from Monmouth County 
to Burlington County, N. J. 

In 1681 he married Ann, daughter 
of Robert Stacy, but this second wife 
and their little baby girl died with- 
in the year. In January 1683, he 
married Dorothy, daughter of Robert 
Young, and she became the mother 
of eight children. His fourth wife 
was Jane (Elton) Abbott Smout. She 
was the daughter of Anthony and 
Elizabeth (Revell) Elton and the 
widow of Samuel Abbott and Edward 
Smout. 

Daniel Leeds found time to serve 
his state, having held several im- 
portant offices. In 1682 was a mem- 
ber of the Assembly, and in July, 
1704, he was appointed one of the 
Councillors of New Jersey. 

He was the first Surveyor General 
of West Jersey and worked with the 
assistance of his son Bethanah. In 
1687 he began the compilation of the 
first Almanac in this country and 
continued until 1716 when his sons 
Felix and Titan succeeded him. 

The sons were eventually driven 
from the field by the success of Ben- 
jamin Franklin’s “Poor Richard’s Al- 
manac.” Benjamin Franklin, in his 
Almanac of 1735, mentions Daniel 
Leeds as an astrologer. 

In addition to the three sons al- 
ready mentioned, Daniel and Doro- 
thy (Young) Leeds had the follow- 
ing children: Mary who married 
John Stockton; Japheth born in 1683, 
married Deborah Smith; Philo who 
married Abigail Dennis; Ann mar- 
ried to Revell Elton; and Daniel, 
born in 1697, married to Mary New- 
hold, Titan served as Sheriff of Bur- 
lington County from 1725 to 1730. 

After the death of his second wife, 
Daniel Leeds severed his connection 
with the Society of Friends and pub- 
lished a pamphlet denouncing the 
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acts of his former religious asso- 
ciates. He made his will in June, 
1720, and died soon after this time. 
He was buried at Burlington, N. J. 

the History of Atlantic City and 
County (1900) by John F. Hall con- 
tinues with an account of the de- 
scendants of Dan.el, giving full de- 
tails on his son Japheth (who had 
12 children), and his grandsons John 
and Daniel. Daniel Leeds, son of 
Japheth, was a famous surveyor. His 
commission from King George dated 
1757, was extant in 1900. 

The National Cyclopaedia of Amer- 
ican Biography contains a half dozen 
Leeds men, William Bateman Leeds, 
a lawyer born in Richmond, Ind., 
claims descent from Thomas Leeds 
of Shrewsbury, N. J. So does Sam- 
uel Pharo Leeds, an hotel executive, 
born in New Jersey. 


As always, there are others of 
the same name to whom the 'Coat-of- 
Arms under consideration does not 
apply. John Leeds, a surveyor and 
astronomer mentioned in the above 
source, was born in Talbot County, 
Md.,.in 1705. He wasa grandson of 
William Leeds who represented at 
different times Kent and Talbot coun- 
ties in the Assembly; and a great- 
grandson of Timothy Leeds, a na- 
tive of England who came to Virgi- 
nia in 1607, 

Richard Leeds, a mariner of 
Great Falmouth County, Nor- 
folk, England was 32 years of 
age in 1637. He and his wife Joane, 
aged 23, and an unnamed child were 
“desirous to passe for New England 
and there to inhabitt and dwell.” They 
arrived in Boston in 1637 and settled 
at Dorchester, Mass. They had issue 
twin boys, Joseph and Benjamin, and 
a daughter Hannah, ad 

Another early settler was John 
Leeds, a shipbuilder and sea captain 
who came from Kent, England, as 
early as 1674 and settled at New Lon- 
don or Groton, Conn. He married 
Elizabeth, daughter of Cary Latham, 
on July 18, 1758, Caulkins’ New Lon- 
don, Connecticut (1852) contains sev- 
eral references to John’s sailing and 
shipbuilding activities. 

Power’s Early Settlers of Sanga- 
mon County, Illinois (1876) gives 
genealogical material on the family 
of Peter T. Leeds, born 1801 near 
Leeds’ Cove or Leed’s Landing in 
Gloucester County, N. J. 

Some other sources containing 
Leeds material are Wildey’s Gene- 
alogy of the Chesebrough Family 
(1903); Brainard’s A Survey of the 
Scovils or Scovills in England and 
America (1915); Faxon’s Faxon 
Family (1880); Glover’s Glover Me- 
morials and Genealogies (1867); and 
Savage’s Genealogical Dictionary of 
the First Settlers of New England. 

It depends a good deal on the 
section of the country to which your 
own Leeds lead .. . for the name is 
found all over. A Jedediah Leeds es- 
tablished the Leeds Foundry in New 
Orleans, La. His son, Charles J. 


Leeds, was Mayor of New Orleans. 
A book published in 1924 entitled 


Survey of London, volume 9, part 1, 
mentions the Leeds 'Coat-of-Arms on 
an old monument and gives the de- 
scription: -‘‘ a fess between three 
eagles displayed.” This blazon does 
not mention the colors, but the de- 
scription is the same as our illus- 
tration above. 

This monument is mentioned in 
the will of Johane, widow of Wil- 
liam Ledys, dated 1525. She married, 
as her second husband, Thomas Al- 
frey of Lancing, Sussex. This could 
serve as a clue to other unplaced 
branches of the Leeds family.

Blue Crabs 
Are to Eat

It may seem odd that Blue Crabs 
could be both a way of life for a 
man, and the chief support of his 
family, but so it is with Jesus Torre. 
I found this out when I was recent- 
ly on an off-beat trip to Tuxpan, in 
East Mexico. 

It was a trip on which I planned 
to hunt for sea shells, but I found 
myself at the edge of a soft-blue, 
south sea island type of lagoon, catch- 
ing Blue Crabs with a dip-net bor- 
rowed from Jaime, the 10 year old 
son of Mr, Torre 

This lagoon at La Barra is quite 
a little distance from the city of 
Tuxpan. At first I hesitated to take 
my car on the beach, which runs as

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far as the eye can see in either direc- 
tion. But my fear was groundless. 

All I had to do was to follow the 
tracks of other cars and trucks for 
10 miles on the hard-packed sand 
of the upper beach, a veritable high- 
way which stretched along the line 
of lightening clouds and rolling sea. 
In the softness of the early morning 
light it was a drive to remember. 

The beach ends at La Barra. There 
one may take a launch along the 
lagoon to Tamiahua, or whistle for 
a boat to cross the lagoon to the 
sand bar. I whistled, and soon Jaime 
was poling me across in a light boat 
which he pulled up into what was 
actually the bosom of his family. 

Back off the beach was a bit of 
thatching on a few poles into which 
Mrs. Torre and the six children re- 
treated occasionally. Outside was a 
bit of cloth giving shade over a table 
at which to eat. Nearer the shore, 
where we had landed, at the edge 
of the sand was a remada, a palm- 
thatched shelter set up on slim poles. 

Although the sun was tropical, 
shade came from above, a cool breeze 
from the sides. There were two ham- 
mocks to swing in, packing cases to 
sit on, and the sand itself to lie on. 

The babies playing about at the 
water’s edge were naked, the rest of 
us naked to-the waist, for here was 
never a fly, never a single mosquito. 
1 asked Mr. Torre the reason why. 
His answer was “Plenty of air.” This 
nobody would deny. 

Here was real “escape.” No spot 
could seem more remote, more exo- 
tic. Sitting, we watched the fisher- 
men at the water’s edge mending 
their nets, the babies splashing and 
laughing in the water. In the dis- 
tance, below the thatched edging of 
the remada, was the quiet lagoon, 
a far line of jungle beyond, and 
the misty mountain peaks forming 
a background like a painting by Gau- 
guin. 

But one cannot dream for ever, 
and the sea beaches on the far side 
of the sand bar were a challenge to 
action, An hour’s wandering discov- 
ered much to amuse a beachcomber— 
an occasional starfish; antler-like 
roots of sea kelp; silver-tipped, hor- 
ny scales of the Tarpon; plenty of 
those orbed sea shells Dosinia discus 
Reeve, and Dosinia elegans Conrad. 

Back again at the lagoon, swim- 
ming was in and out, one hardly 
noticed which, as water seemed as 
much ones element as air. As one 
waded the Blue Crabs scuttled about 
in all the beauty of their magnifi- 
cently colored blue claws. 

It was the crabs that paid a main 
part in this life of Mr. Torre and his 
family, so I learned, in the easy-go- 
ing friendliness of the remada. The 
two Torre sons darted back and forth 
along the rim of the lagoon with 
nets on poles. Scoop, scoop, and it 
was ancther Blue Crab, or maybe two. 
Into the wicker basket they popped, 
and were counted 93, 94—until the 
full quota was reached. 

This was treinta docena each morn- 
ing, and 30 dozen more each eve-

ning. The trucks across the lagoon 
picked them up twice a day for the 
tables and restaurants of big Mex- 
ican cities far away. Since trucks 
paid a peso a dozen, here was rich- 
es, and a pleasant life at the edge 
of the lagoon, 

Hospitably, Mr. Torre invited me 
to lunch, and we were soon seated 
at the table. It was set out with ice 
cold Coca-cola (cooled on ice brought 
in the trucks for the catch), fresh 
made tortillas, roast crabs, and crabs 
stewed, I regret to say, with more 
than a touch of garlic. It was the 
middle of a perfect day, a veritable 
saga of the Blue Crab.
